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PRESIDENT'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Alfred  University  : 

The  President  has  the  honor  to  submit  his  seventh  annual  re- 
port, viz.:  for  the  year  1 901  -1902,  beginning  June  25th,  1901,  and 
ending  June  24th,  1902. 

NECROLOGY 

During  the  year,  death  has  taken  from  their  labors  three 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  All  of  them  were  mature  in 
years  and  experience,  and  life-long  friends  and  promoters  of  Alfred 
University.  In  their  death  the  University  has  sustained  the  loss 
of  able  and  wise  counsellors  and  benevolent  supporters. 

Lorenzo  D.  Collins,  who  was  born  in  Alfred,  August  19th, 
1828,  and  died  at  his  home  in  Alfred,  Jan.  24th,  1902,  was  the  son 
of  Dr.  John  Collins,  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Allegany  County. 

Dr.  Collins  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  Alfred  Academy,  and 
a  member  of  its  first  board  of  trustees.  Thus  it  was  natural  to 
find  his  son,  Mr.  L.  D.  Collins,  although  a  quiet,  undemonstrative 
man,  throughout  his  life  interested  in  the  things  which  tend  to  pro- 
mote education  and  good  citizenship.  He  was  particularly  inter- 
ested in  the  good  name  and  prosperity  of  Alfred  University,  of 
which  he  was  a  valued  trustee  for  over  thirty-five  years.  He  gave 
much  of  time  and  effort  for  the  good  of  the  University  and  con- 
tributed largely  of  his  means  towards  its  endowment  and  support. 

A  student  of  some  thirty  years  ago  says  of  Mr.  Collins  .  "  He 
was  social,  friendly,  and  generous  in  his  treatment  of  others,  heart- 
ily alive  to  the  interests  of  the  students  who  came  to  Alfred  to  ob- 
tain the  benefits  and  privileges  of  a  college  training  and  education." 
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William  C.  Burdick,  son  of  Amos  and  Anstis  Clarke  Bur- 
dick,  was  born  in  Alfred,  Nov.  26,  1829,  and  died  Jan.  28,  1902. 
Working  upon  his  father's  farm  and  attending  Alfred  Academy 
winters  until  of  age,  he  then  became  connected  with  the  organ- 
ization of  the  Allegany  Cheese  Co.,  which  business  he  afterward 
conducted  alone  and  still  later,  enlarged  under  the  name  of  Wm. 
C.  Burdick  &  Co.,  it  becoming  under  his  management  one  of  the 
best  known  business  in  Western  New  York. 

For  forty-four  years  Mr.  Burdick  served  most  faithfully  and 
efficiently  on  the  board  of  trustees  of  Alfred  University.  He  had 
a  broad  appreciation  of  liberal  culture  which,  together  with  his 
practical  business  ability,  rendered  his  opinions  of  great  value.  Al- 
ways by  his  influence  and  generous  contribution  he  sought  to  build 
up  Alfred  University  in  every  possible  way.  A  man  of  sound 
judgment,  of  sterling  business  and  Christian  integrity,  his  memory 
will  ever  be  linked  with  the  earnest  philanthropic  group  who  may 
justly  be  called  the  founders  of  Alfred  University. 

Judge  Nathaniel  M.  Hubbard,  who  died  at  his  home  in 
Cedar  Rapids,  la.,  June  12th,  1902,  was  born  at  Oswego,  N.  Y., 
Sept.  24th,  1829.  When  a  boy,  by  the  aid  of  an  elder  sister  and  per- 
sistent study  during  the  evening  after  the  day's  work  was  done,  he 
fitted  himself  to  teach  school.  When  about  twenty  years  of  age  he 
came  to  Alfred  Academy.  Graduating  in  1852,  he  immediately  began 
the  study  of  law,  and  in  1854  was  located  in  Marion,  la.,  where  he 
remained  until  the  beginning  of  the  civil  war,  when  he  spent  three 
years  in  the  service  of  his  country,  attaining  the  ranks  of  captain 
and  major.  Mr.  Hubbard  was  district  judge  for  a  short  time,  but  has 
been  for  many  years  the  attorney  of  the  Chicago  and  Northwestern 
Railway  Co.  Since  1870  he  has  made  his  home  in  Cedar  Rapids, 
Iowa. 

Judge  Hubbard  always  held  in  grateful  remembrance  the  in- 
spiring influence  of  his  Alma  Mater,  and  has  contributed  largely  of 
his  means  for  its  maintenance.  He  was  always  a  loyal  friend 
to  Alfred  University,  and  was  one  of  the  founders  of  its  Alumni 
Association.  He  had  been  since  1889  an  active  and  valued  mem- 
ber of  the  board  of  trustees.  In  1886  Alfred  University  conferred 
the  degree  of  Ph.  D.,  and  in  1898  the  honorary  degree  of  LL.  D. 
upon  him.  Judge  Hubbard  was  a  very  successful  business  man, 
and  a  man  of  sterling  integrity  and  philanthropic  spirit. 
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One  death  has  occurred  in  the  student  body.  Mr.  George  A 
Hoel,  a  special  student  in  the  State  School  of  Clay-Working  and 
Ceramics,  was  asphyxiated  by  escaping  coal  gas,  at  his  home  in 
Hornellsville,  where  he  had  gone  to  remain  over  Saturday  and 
Sunday,  May  17th,  1902.  Mr.  Hoel  was  a  faithful  student  and 
much  beloved,  and  his  death  was  a  severe  blow  to  the  University. 

Aside  from  these  deaths  the  health  of  the  members  of  the 
University  has  been  well  preserved;  and  we  have  great  reason  tor 
gratitude  to  the  Divine  Providence  that  has  dealt  so  kindly  with  us. 

REGISTRATION 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  the  University  has  enjoyed  an  in- 
creased attendance  and  prosperity  in  all  its  departments  during  the 
past  year.  The  registration  in  the  several  branches  of  the  Univers- 
ity is  as  follows: 

The  College 107 

The  State  School 20 

The  Seminary 9 

The  Academy 176— -312 

Of  the  312  registrations,  37  are  duplicates,  leaving  the  total 
registration  of  275  different  individuals,  making  an  increase  over 
last  year  of  ten  per  cent.  The  Freshman  class  numbers  34  mem- 
bers, and  is  the  largest  class  ever  registered  in  the  history  of  the 
college. 

THE  FACULTY 

Few  changes  have  occurred  in  the  faculties  of  the  College, 
State  School  and  Academy  during  the  past  year,  and  the  several 
professors  and  instructors  in  these  branches  of  our  work  have  served 
the   University  with  their  accustomed  faithfulness   and  efficiency. 

Miss  Gertrude  B.  Harris,  L.  B.,  Professor  of  German  and 
French,  who  had  been  absent  on  leave,  studying  abroad,  resigned 
in  July,  and  Miss  Catherine  Foxcroft  Crocker,  of  the  University  of 
Paris,  was  appointed  Instructor  in  German  and  French. 

Professor  George  W.  Hill  resigned  the  professorship  of  Physical 
Culture  and  Elocution,  and  Miss  Sophie  S.  Reynolds,  M,  L.,  was 
appointed  Instructor  in  Expression,  and  Mr.  William  W.  Hall,  In- 
structor in  Physical  Training. 

Miss  Alice  I.  Toop  resigned  the  Directorship  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Music  and  Miss  Ethel  A.  Middaugh  was  appointed  to  that 
position. 

These  new  Instructors  have  all  shown  commendable  skill  and 
ability  in  their  several  departments,  and  have  merited  the  approval 
of  the  trustees. 
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The  President  taught  the  classes  in  History  and  Political 
Science  and  the  classes  in  Philosophy  during  the  first  semester. 
The  condition  of  his  health  did  not  warrant  the  continuation  of 
this  large  amount  of  teaching  in  addition  to  his  administrative  duties 
and  the  Executive  Committee  authorized  the  employment  of  Pro- 
fessor Charles  B.  Clark  of  the  University  of  Michigan  to  teach  these 
subjects  for  the  remainder  of  the  year,  and  voted  to  give  the  Presi- 
dent a  leave  of  absence  for  three  months,  that  he  might  comply 
with  the  advice  of  his  physicians  by  taking  an  ocean  voyage  and  a 
trip  abroad.  The  President  was  therefore  absent  for  three  months, 
taking  the  Mediterranean  Cruise,  leaving  February  6th,  and  re- 
turning May  6th.  This  cruise  proved  very  beneficial  and  he  re- 
turned with  greatly  improved  health,  after  having  enjoyed  a  de- 
lightful visit  in  many  foreign  countries. 

THE  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Seventh-day  Baptist  Education 
Society  in  August,  1901,  it  was  reported  that  about  $1,500  had  been 
pledged  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  increasing  the  teaching 
force  in  the  Theological  Department.  At  the  same  meeting  about 
twelve  thousand  dollars  were  contributed  toward  increasing 
the  permanent  funds  of  the  Department.  Having  provided 
therefore  for  an  increased  income  for  theological  instruction,  the 
Education  Society  recommended  the  strengthening  of  the  teaching 
force  and  the  better  organization  of  the  Department.  Accordingly, 
at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Trustees  held  in  September,  1 901,  the  pro- 
posed additions  and  reorganization  were  made. 

It  was  voted  that  the  work  in  Theology  should  be  organized 
and  conducted  under  the  name  of  the  Alfred  Theological  Seminary, 
which,  while  affiliated  with  Alfred  University,  enjoying  its  rights 
and  powers  under  the  Charter  of  Alfred  University,  and  adminis- 
tered by  Alfred's  trustees,  shall,  nevertheless,  be  an  independent 
school,  maintained  by  special  funds  contributed  for  this  purpose  or 
supplied  by  the  Education  Society;  and  also  that  the  Seminary 
should  have  a  separate  faculty,  and  the  use  of  a  separate  building, 
formerly  known  as  the  Gothic.  The  Rev.  Arthur  E.  Main,  D.  D., 
was  elected  Dean  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  Professor  of 
Doctrinal  and  Pastoral  Theology.  The  Rev.  James  L.  Gamble, 
Ph.  D.,  was  elected  Professor  of  Church  History  and  Homiletics, 
and  the  Rev.  William  C.  Whitford,  continues  to  hold  the  pro- 
fessorship of  Biblical  Languages  and  Literature.      Under  this  new 
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organization  the  work  of  the  Seminary  has  started  in  very 
auspiciously  as  will  be  shown  by  the  report  of  the  Dean,  which  is 
appended  to  this  report. 

ALFRED    ACADEMY 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Principal  of  the 
Academy  in  his  report  to  the  President  one  year  ago,  and  the  sub- 
sequent action  of  the  trustees,  an  arrangement  was  entered  into 
whereby  Alfred  Academy  becomes  the  free  public  High  School  for 
the  village  of  Alfred.  The  village  contributed  for  the  past  year  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  toward  the  support  of  the  Academy, 
or  toward  the  payment  of  the  tuition  of  the  students,  who  are  en- 
titled to  free  school  privileges  in  the  village. 

The  plan  has  been  very  successfully  inaugurated  during  the 
past  year,  but  it  is  capable  of  still  more  favorable  adjustment  as  the 
people  come  to  understand  better  its  great  advantages  to  the  village 
and  to  the  University.  It  has  increased  the  attendance  of  the 
Academy  and  will  put  a  larger  per  cent,  of  our  young  people  of  Al- 
fred into  College.  The  arrangement  has  many  direct  and  indirect 
benefits  both  to  the  village  and  the  University. 

A  fine  large  class  of  23  members  was  graduated  this  year 
from  the  Academy,  most  of  whom  will  enter  the  Freshman  class  in 
college  next  year. 

THE  STATE    SCHOOL 

The  year  has  been  a  very  prosperous  one  for  the  New  York 
State  School  of  Clay- Working  and  Ceramics.  Twenty  students 
have  registered  for  regular  and  special  work,  and  have  accomplished 
excellent  results. 

The  annual  appropriation  of  $5,000  was  made  by  the  legislature 
for  maintenance.  An  appropriation  of  $2,565  was  also  made  for 
additional  apparatus  and  equipment  which  was  absolutely  necessary 
for  the  fullest  success  of  the  work.  The  state  is  thus  recognizing 
the  great  benefit  which  the  school  is  to  the  state. 

GENERAL  OUTLOOK 

The  prospects  for  the  future  seem  brighter  than  ever  before. 
All  about  us  the  attention  of  people  is  attracted  to  Alfred  as  an 
institution  of  higher  learning  which  merits  the  confidence  and 
patronage  of  the  people.  We  have  prospects  for  a  Freshman  class 
next  year  of  at  least  40  members,  and  the  classes  from  the  Senior 
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down  will  be  the  largest  we  have  ever  had.  The  financial  outlook 
is  also  bright. 

The  work  of  Treasurer  Crandall  particularly  in  the  direction  of 
Scholarship  foundation,  and  the  $100,000  Centennial  fund,  is  becom- 
ing steadily  more  and  more  successful,  and  giving  more  and  more 
promise  every  month.  The  financial  policy  adopted  last  year  of 
limiting  expense  to  the  annual  income  has  been  steadily  kept  in 
mind  and  has  been  for  the  most  part,  successful.  The  Treasurer's 
report  shows  a  deficit  for  the  past  year,  but  this  deficit  is  not  because 
of  excessive  expenditures.  It  arises  from  two  causes  chiefly,  the 
transferring  of  certain  funds  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  alone  under  its  new  organization,  while  formerly  these 
funds  had  paid  a  part  of  professors  salaries,  who  had  taught  both 
in  the  College  and  in  the  Theological  Department. 

Five  hundred  dollars  is  due  to  the  Trustees  from  the  village  of 
Alfred  for  High  School  work,  which  cannot  be  paid  until  next 
school  year.  These  and  other  items  not  in  current  expenses 
account  for  the  apparent  increase  in  the  indebtedness. 

FINANCIAL  POLICY 

i  st.  The  President  believes  the  Trustees  should  continue  to 
follow  the  policy  adopted  last  year  and  keep  the  expenses 
within  the  income. 

2d.  The  Trustees  should  arrange  to  have  the  Treasurer  de- 
vote still  more  time  as  field  secretary  in  the  financial  interests  of  the 
University.  For  seven  years  we  have  been  advertising,  improving 
our  plant,  and  sowing  the  seed.  It  is  ours  now  to  reap  the  harvest. 
We  are  unwise  if  we  do  not  do  it.  Mr.  Crandall  is  the  best  man 
in  the  world  to  do  this  work.  His  wide  acquaintance,  his  con- 
sumate  skill  and  tact  in  the  work,  and  his  love  for,  and  loyalty  to, 
the  University,  make  him  the  most  desirable  man  to  work  with  the 
President  in  this  direction.  He  should  be  placed  on  a  sufficient 
salary  to  enable  him  to  devote  the  most  of  his  time  and  energy  to 
this  work. 

I  believe  such  a  measure  will  yield  rich  returns  in  a  greatly  in- 
creased endowment  in  the  immediate  future.  There  has  been 
added  to  the  endowment  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  this  year 
$5,349.54.  Over  twelve  thousand  dollars  have  been  added  to 
Theological  Endowment  through  the  efforts  of  the  Education 
Society.    A  total  addition  has  thus  been  made  during  the  year  to 
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our  endowments  of  over  seventeen  thousand  dollars.  The  increase 
of  endowment  can  be  continued  at  this  or  an  increased  rate  per 
year,  if  the  plan  which  I  have  indicated  be  adopted  and  followed 
by  the  trustees. 

The  annual  reports  of  the  Registrar,  the  Librarian,  the  Dean 
of  the  Theological  Seminary,  the  Principal  of  the  Academy,  and 
the  Director  of  the  New  York  State  School  of  Clay-working  and 
Ceramics,  are  herewith  presented  as  a  part  of  this  report. 

With  profound  gratitude  for  the  confidence  and  support  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  for  the  prosperity  which  the  University  has 
enjoyed  during  the  year,  together  with  the  bright  prospects  for  the 
future,  this  report  is  respectfully  submitted.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

To  the  President  and  Trustees  of  the  University: 

The  following  report  concerning  the  use  and  growth  of  the 
library  during  the  past  year   is  respectfully  submitted. 

That  the  advantages  offered  by  the  library  are  greatly  appre- 
ciated is  shown  by  the  constant  use  made  of  them  by  students, 
teachers,  and  other  patrons.  There  have  been  drawn  from  the 
library  during  the  year  6,066  books.  Books  have  been  drawn  by 
263  individuals. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  library  924  volumes,  of  which 
318  volumes  were  bought  and  606  donated.  Three  hundred  and 
twenty-nine  volumes  were  contributed  by  Mrs.  Amos  C.  Lewis. 
Seven  hundred  and  forty-six  pamphlets  have  been  added.  The 
whole  number  of  volumes  now  in  the  library  is  14,810.

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THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY  REPORT 

To  the  President  of  the  University: 

Upon  my  coming  here  in  the  autumn  of  1901  as  Dean  and 
Professor  of  Doctrinal  and  Pastoral  Theology  of  the  Seminary,  I 
found  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Whitford  as  Professor  of  Biblical  Languages 
and  Literature;  the  Rev.  J.  Lee  Gamble,  Professor  of  Church 
History  and  Homiletics;  the  Rev.  L.  C.  Randolph,  Instructor  in 
Evangelism  and  Personal  Work;  Miss  Sophie  S.  Reynolds,  In- 
structor in  Elocution;  and  Miss  Ethel  A.  Middaugh,  Instructor  in 
Sacred  Music.     These  have  been  interested  and  efficient  co-workers 

Four  lower  rooms  of  the  "  Gothic  "  have  been  comfortably 
fitted  up  for  our  use.  The  middle  room  is  a  Reading  room,  and  is 
supplied  with  Theological  periodicals  and  denominational  literature. 

For  the  first  year  then  of  our  re-organized  Theological  School 
it  is  my  privilege  to  report  that  nine  students  have  been  enrolled, 
five  having  the  ministry  in  view,  four  desiring  only  to  increase  their 
efficiency  for  general  Christian  work. 

One  completes  the  course  required  for  a  degree,— Mr.  Eli  F- 
Loofboro,  who  came  here  from  Milton  College,  Wisconsin,  and  the 
University  of  Chicago. 

We  have  made  a  beginning  in  Correspondence  Work,  and  a 
few  non-residents  have  commenced  Bible  study  in  this  department. 

The  following  subjects  have  been  pursued  by  our  regular 
students: 

Department  of  Theology. — The  Dean.  Theological 
Introduction,  Biblical  Theology,  Pastoral  Theology,  Natural 
Theology,  Sabbath  School  Pedagogy,  Sociology. 

Department  of  Biblical  Languages  and  Literature. 
— Prof.  Whitford.  New  Testament  Exegesis,  Messianic  Prophecies, 
Bible  Normal  Course. 

Department  of  Church  History  and  Homiletics  — 
Prof.  Gamble.  Church  History,  Denominational  History,  History 
of  Missions. 
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The  graduating  student  has  received  instruction  in  the  "  art  of 
expression  "  from  Miss  Reynolds,  and  enjoyed  musical  drill  in  Miss 
Middaugh's  chorus  class;  and  some  gospel  work  has  been  done  by 
the  students  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Randolph. 

Classification  of  Theological  Students:  Senior  1, 
Middle  i,  Junior  2,  Special  1,  Total  5. 

Appreciative  mention  should  be  made  of  three  courses  of 
lectures,  five  in  each,  given  by  Hornellsville  pastors:  the  Rev.  W. 
C.  Wilbor,  D.  D.,  on  methods  of  studying  the  English  Bible;  the 
Rev.  Herman  Lang,  on  the  History  of  Preaching;  and  the  Rev.  E. 
M.  Deems,  Ph.  D.,  on  Popular  Theological  Themes.  These  men, 
of  their  own  accord,  offered  to  lecture,  and  did  it  without  pay. 
The  lectures  were  well  attended  and  highly  appreciated. 

Messrs.  C.  C  Chipman,  of  New  York,  and  O.  S.  Rogers,  of 
Plainfield,  N.  J.,  are  vigorously  pushing  forward  the  movement  for 
a  still  further  and  greatly  needed  increase  of  endowment,  and  are 
deserving  of  continued  success. 

The  Seventh-day  Baptist  Memorial  Board  generously  sent, 
during  the  year,  fifty  dollars  to  be  expended  for  books;  and  the 
library  is  in  need  of  constant  additions. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  address  five  annual  conventions  in 
Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  New  York  and  Illinois;  and  it  may  be 
confidently  said,  I  believe,  that  the  interest  in  our  School  is  extend- 
ing and  deepening. 

With  gratitude  for  much  that  has  been  encouraging,  and  for 
brightening  prospects.

"Alfred  University  must  pay  over  the  income  of  said  fund 
during  the  lifetime  of  my  father,  to  my  father,  Edmund  D.  Barker, 
now  of  Westerly,  R.  L,  annually;  and,  after  his  death,  in  equal 
portions  annually  to  my  sister,  Mrs.  Clara  E.  Dennis,  now  of  Ports- 
mouth. R.  I.,  and  to  my  brothers,  Charles  B.  Barker  and  William 
H.  Barker,  now  of  Westerly,  R.  I.,  or  to  the  survivors  or  survivor 
of  them,  as  long  as  any  of  them  shall  live.  The  principal  shall  be 
carefully  invested  by  the  trustees  of  Alfred  University  and  held  in 
trust  forever.  After  the  death  of  my  father  and  sister  and  brothers, 
all  of  them,  the  fund  shall  be  styled  the  Edmund  P.  Barker  and 
Susan  Marvin  Scholarship  fund,  the  income  of  which  shall 
oe  devoted  to  the  aid  of  indigent  and  meritorious  students  of  Al- 
fred University,  preference  being  giyen  to  students  from  Rhode 
Island." 

Doctor  Ellen  F.  Swinney  died  at  Shiloh,  N.  J.,  Novem- 
ber 14,  1900.    Her  will  contained  the  following  clause: 

"  I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Theological  Department  of  Al- 
fred University  at  Alfred   Center,   N.  Y.,  four  hundred  dollars."

Nancy-  M.  Frank  died  at  Alfred  Station,  N.  Y.,  in  Dec,  1902. 
Her  will,  probated  January  31,  1902,  contained  the  following  clause: 

"The  remaining  full  third  part  thereof  I  give  and  bequeath  to 
Alfred  University,  a  body  corporate  and  located  at  Alfred,  N,  Y., 
the  principal  to  be  safely  invested  and  left  invested,  the  income  only 
to  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  said  University  as  the  trustees  thereof 
may  deem  best." 

George  Parker  died  at  Alfred,  May  28,  1902.  His  will  con- 
tained the  following  clause: 

"Third,  after  the  death  of  my  said  wife,  Ellen  Parker, I  give  and 
devise  to  the  Trustees  of  Alfred  University,  a  body  corporate  and 
politic  under  the  Laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  to  their 
successors  and  assigns,  the  farm  now  owned  and  occupied  by  me 
in  the  town  of  Alfred,  being  a  part  of  the  second  hundred  acres 
from  the  south  of  Great  Lot  number  five,  in  township  number  three, 
in  the  seventh  range  of  townships  in  the  County  of  Allegany,  and 
State  of  New  York,  bounded  on  the  North  by  lands  of  Clark  L. 
Witter,  on  the  east  by  lands  of  George  J.  Palmiter,  on  the  south  by 
lands  of  Charles  Stillman,  and  on  the  west  by  lands  of  William  C. 
Burdick,  to  be  used  in  such  manner  as  the  said  Trustees  of  Alfred 
University  shall  deem  most  advantageous  to  the  interests  of  said 
University." 

Rev.  Julius  M.  Todd  died  at  Brookfield,  N.  Y.,  October  1, 
1901.  His  will,  dated  September  17,  1901,  contained  the  following 
bequest: 

"  Fourth:  I  hereby  give,  devise  and  bequeath  unto  Alfred  Uni- 
versity, located  at  Alfred,  N.  Y.,  whose  present  president  is  Boothe 
C.  Davis,  the  sum  of  One  hundred  ($100)  dollars,  to  be  taken,  used 
or  invested  by  the  then  acting  Board  of  Trustees  to  and  for  the 
benefit  only  of  said  Institution  of  learning  as  they  may  deem  best  for 
its  interests." 

Charles  E.  Woolworth  died  at  Alfred,  N.  Y.,  November 
18,  1870.     His  will  contained  the  following  clause  : 

"One-half  of  said  remainder  to  the  Trustees  of  Alfred  Univer- 
sity toward  the  endowment  of  said  University  the  income  only  of 
which  shall  be  used  for  the  payment  of  teachers' salaries." 

$300  00  has  been  realized  from  Mr.  Woolworth's  estate  un- 
der the  above  bequest.

Burdick  Hall 

In  1896,  Mr.  William  C.  Burdick  of  Alfred  offered  this 
building  to  the  University  rent  free,  to  be  used  as  a  Dormitory  for 
young  men.  His  very  kind  offer  was  accepted,  and  the  building 
has  been  occupied  for  this  purpose  ever  since.  Mr.  Burdick  con- 
templated deeding  the  property  to  the  University  at  some  time;  but 
he  passed  away  in  January  last,  with  this  intention  still  unfulfilled. 
His  daughter,  Miss  Susie  M.  Burdick,  and  his  widow,  Mrs. 
Amanda  Prescott  Burdick,  with  loyal  respect  for  his  wishes,  and 
inspired  with  the  same  generous  sentiments  toward  the  University, 
have  signified  their  intention  of  realizing  his  plan  for  the  building, 
by  deeding  it  to  the  University.

These  gifts  are  absolute  ;  but  the  giver,  or  a  person  named 
by  him,  receives  from  the  University,  each  half  year  for  life,  an  in- 
come at  a  rate  per  cent,  of  the  gift,  agreed  upon  in  advance,  in 
place  of  the  interest  which  the  money  would  have  earned  if  the 
donor  had  invested  it. 

A  form  of  agreement  has  been  prepared,  adapted  from  a  form  which  has 
been  used  for  many  years  by  one  of  the  largest  missionary  societies  in  this 
country.  That  society  has  received  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  in  this 
way,  and  the  plan  has  worked  to  the  mutual  satisfaction  of  the  donors  and 
the  society. 

Gifts  made  in  this  way  are  not  subject  to  Inheritance  Taxes,  which,  in 
many  States,  materially  diminish  gifts  made  by  will.

No  appropriation  was  made  in  the  budget  for  gas  fitting,  but 
the  increased  demand  for  rooms  in  Ladies'  Hall  and  for  better 
lights  in  the  college  office  and  chapel,  led  the  Executive  Committee 
to  authorize  the  expenditure  of  the  necessary  funds  to  make  these 
improvements.  An  appropriation  of  $50  for  additional  furniture 
at  Ladies  Hall  was  also  granted. 

The  plan  adopted  last  year  of  letting  the  contract  for  janitor 
work  in  all  the  campus  buildings,  except  the  dormitories,  to  one 
man,  who  shall  be  responsible  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
work  of  his  under-janitors,  has  proved  very  satisfactory  and  much 
tredit  is  due  to  our  efficient  Superintendent  for  the  improved 
appearance  of  the  interior  of  the  buildings  under  his  charge. 

The  money  expended  during  the  past  few  years  in  refitting 
Ladies  Hall,  is  already  bearing  fruit  in  the  way  of  increased 
revenue.  The  net  income  the  present  year  shows  an  increase  over 
last  year  of  more  than  60  per  cent  and  exceeds  by  more  than 
$200  the  best  previous  year  in  recent  times  (1 899-1900). 

Much  of  this  increase  is  attributable  to  the  summer  school  of 
art,  whose  patrons  filled  the  building  to  its  utmost  capacity  during 
the  midsummer  months. 

We  can  accommodate  quite  a  number  more  people  the  coming 
season  than  we  did  last  year,  by  reason  of  the  additional  rooms  on 
the  third  floor,  which  have  been  recently  fitted  up. 

The  committee  regret  that  they  cannot  report  an  equally  grat- 
ifying state  of  affairs  with  regard  to  the  gentlemen's  dormitory. 
While  the  Ladies  Hall  has  been  refitted  almost  throughout  during 
the  last  five  years,  Burdick  Hall  has  had  very  little  in  the  way  of 
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new  furniture,  and,  consequently,  considerable  money  will  need  to 
be  expended  at  once  if  the  rooms  are  to  be  put  into  attractive  con- 
dition to  rent.  A  bath  room  is  also  much  needed.  Though  able 
to  show  receipts  nearly  equal  to  last  year,  we  can  scarcely  expect 
to  keep  the  rooms  occupied  unless  improvements  are  made.  Sev- 
eral of  the  best  rooms  have  been  vacant  much  of  the  year.

Three  systems  of  scholarships  are  in  force  in  the  University,  as  follows  : 

Ten  Per  Cent.  Scholarships.  These  were  established  many  years 
ago  on  the  following  terms  :  The  University  agreed  to  pay,  by  allowance 
upon  tuition  fees,  ten  per  cent,  per  annum  on  moneys  donated  to  its  funds  j 
but  the  founders  of  the  scholarships  were  not  to  use  them  to  the  detriment  of 
the  University  by  selling,  renting  or  leasing  them,  although  they  might  donate 
the  use  of  them  to  any  person  or  persons  who  depended  entirely  upon  their 
own  exertions  to  defray  their  educational  expenses.  Incidental  and  extra 
fees,  however,  must  be  paid  in  cash  by  the  beneficiaries  of  the  scholarships. 

One  Thousand  Dollar  Scholarships.  Act  of  1894.  These  may 
be  established  conditionally  on  the  payment  of  $100,  and  they  will  continue 
in  force  so  long  as  payments  are  made  amounting  to  at  least  $25  in  two 
years  ;  but  they  become  permanent  when  the  sum  of  $1,000  is  fully  paid.  The 
owner  of  a  scholarship  is  entitled  to  keep  one  student  in  attendance  at  the 
University  whose  tuition  fees,  incidental  fees,  and  extra  fees,  will  be  paid  out 
of  the  income  of  the  principal  fund, if  the  income  is  sufficient  to  pay  the  same, 
but  if  not,  the  remainder  of  such  fees  must  be  paid  in  cash  by  the  student. 
Societies  endowing  scholarships  conditionally,  and  paying  at  least  $25  a  year 
toward  the  principal,  will  be  allowed  free  tuition  fees  for  one  student  every 
year  ;  but  the  student  must  pay  incidental  and  extra  fees  in  cash. 

Competitive  Free  Scholarships.  These  are  granted,  under  certain 
conditions,  to  pupils  in  the  High  Schools  in  the  counties  of  Allegany,  Steu- 
ben, Cattaraugus,  Livingston  and  Wyoming,  New  York  ;  and  the  counties  of 
McKean,  Potter  and  Tioga,  Pennsylvania.  They  are  limited  to  students 
fully  prepared  for  college,  and  exempt  the  holders  from  payment  of  tuition 
and  incidental  fees,  but  require  the  payment  in  cash  of  the  nominal  sum  of 
$2  a  year.

Stephen  Babcock,  New  York,  N.  Y. 

Professor  Babcock  was  born  at  Potter  Hill,  R.  I.,  in  1832.  His  English 
ancestors  settled  in  Portsmouth,  R.  I.,  in  1642.  From  an  injury  re- 
ceived when  sixteen  years  of  age,  he  became  totally  blind.  In  1853  he 
became  a  student  in  the  New  York  Institution  for  the  Blind.  His  re- 
markable ability  as  a  student,  and  his  exceptional  executive  talent  led  to 
his  appointment  as  principal  teacher  in  the  corps  of  twenty  teachers  in 
this  Institution,  and  in  the  administrative  duties  of  the  school  he  ranks 
second  only  to  the  Superintendent.  He  directed  the  construction  of  the 
first  raised  dissected  map  for  the  blind,  which  he  afterwards  improved 
and  perfected,  furnishing  a  complete  set  for  his  own  school,  and  other 
sets  for  Institutions  for  the  Blind  in  Europe  and  America.     Professor 
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Babcock  has  been  a  most  active  and  efficient  promoter  of  modern  and 
improved  methods  for  the  education  of  the  blind,  and  in  his  department 
of  educational  work  is  one  of  the  most  distinguished  educators  of  the 
Nation. 

Rev.  Herman  Lang,  Hornellsville,  N.  Y. 

Rev.  Herman  Lang  was  born  at  Britain,  Ontario,  in  1866.  After  com- 
pleting his  studies  in  the  public  schools,  he  studied  in  the  German  De- 
partment of  the  Rochester  Theological  Seminary  and  graduated  from 
this  Seminary  in  1892.  He  was  Assistant  Pastor  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Rochester  for  four  years,  after  which  he  served  the  First 
Baptist  Church  of  Sayre,  Pa.,  for  six  years.  In  1900 he  became  Pastor 
of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Hornellsville,  N.  Y.,  which  position  he 
continues  to  fill  with  ability  and  distinction.  Mr.  Lang  is  a  scholar  of 
breadth  and  energy,  and  is  rendering  valuable  service  to  the  community 
in  which  he  lives. 

Doctor  of  Laws    (Honorary) 

Daniel  Beach,  Ph.  D.,  '56,  Watkins,  N.  Y. 

Regent  Beach  was  born  at  Tyrone,  N.  Y.,  in  1830,  of  Scotch  parentage. 
He  received  his  early  education  in  the  common  schools  and  neighboring 
Academy.  After  teaching  in  the  public  schools  of  his  County  for  a  few 
years,  he  entered  Alfred  Academy  from  which  he  graduated  in  1856,  and 
then  continued  his  studies  at  Union  College,  after  which  he  was  elected 
School  Commissioner  in  his  native  County.  After  a  few  years  of  success- 
ful work  as  an  educator,  he  studied  law  in  the  Albany  Law  School  and 
entered  upon  the  practice  of  law  at  Watkins,  N.  Y.  His  superior  ability 
as  a  Counselor  at  Law  led  to  his  appointment  as  General  Counselor  for 
the  Fall  Brook  Coal  Company,  which  position  he  continues  to  hold.  As 
Vice  President  of  the  Fall  Brook  Railroad  Co.,  and  Director  and  Coun- 
selor for  various  other  Corporations,  he  has  shown  himself  a  man  of  rare 
business  and  executive  ability.  In  1888  he  was  elected  Regent  of  the 
University  of  the  State  of  New  York  and  has  now  for  several  years  been 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  that  body.  In  1885  Alfred  Uni- 
versity conferred  upon  him  the  degree  of  Ph.  D.,  and  in  1888  Hamilton 
College  conferred  upon  him  the  degree  of  LL.  D.  It  is  in  recognition  of 
his  distinguished  services  as  Regent  of  the  University  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  that  his  Alma  Mater  has  now  conferred  the  honorary  degree 
of  LL.  D.  upon  him. 

Melvil  Dewey,  A.  M.  Albany,  N.  Y. 

Mr.  Dewey  was  born  in  Adams  Centre,  Jefferson  Co.,  N.  Y.,  in  185 1. 
His  early  education  was  obtained  in  the  public  schools  of  his  County, 
after  which  he  attended  Alfred  University  for  a  short  time,  then  Amherst 
College  from  which  he  graduated  in  1874.  He  at  once  chose  the  field  of 
popular  education  and  library  work  for  his  profession.  At  the  Philadel- 
phia Centennial  in  1876  he  was  the  active  organizer  of  three  National 
Associations  for  advancing  these  interests — the  American  Library  Asso- 
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ciation,  the  Spelling  Reform  Association  and  the  American  Metric 
Bureau.  In  1883  he  was  chosen  Chief  Librarian  of  Columbia  College, 
and  in  1884  was  made  Professor  of  Library  Economics  and  Director  of 
the  Library  School.  In  1888  he  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  Regents  of 
the  State  of  New  York,  and  also  Director  of  the  State  Library.  In  that 
position  for  twelve  years,  he  exerted  a  leading  influence  upon  the  educa- 
tional interests  of  New  York  State.  In  the  matter  of  revision  of  laws 
pertaining  to  education  in  New  York  State,  and  in  the  reorganization  of 
secondary  and  higher  education,  Mr.  Dewey  stands  pre-eminent  and 
alone.  In  December,  1899,  he  resigned  his  office  as  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Regents  in  order  to  give  his  undivided  attention  to  his  duties  as 
Director  of  the  State  Library.  In  recognition  of  his  great  services  in  li- 
brary work  in  America,  he  was  appointed  in  1897  as  delegate  from  the 
United  States  Government  to  the  International  Congress  of  Librarians  in 
connection  with  the  Queen's  Jubilee  in  London.  The  Chief  Librarian  of 
Oxford  University  said  of  him  at  that  meeting:  4tTo  Mr.  Dewey  is  due 
more  than  to  all  other  Librarians  together,  the  remarkable  progress  of  the 
two  decades  which  have  won  for  Librarianship  its  distinct  recognition 
among  the  learned  Professions."  No  educator  has  labored  more  earnestly 
and  faithfully  in  the  last  quarter  of  a  century  or  has  more  fully  earned 
the  high  literary  honors  which  Alfred  is  glad  to  confer. 

Daniel  Lewis,  M.  D.,  Ph.  D.,  '69,  New  York,  N.  Y. 

Doctor  Lewis  was  born  at  Alfred,  Allegany  Co.,  N.  Y.,  in  1846.  He  re- 
ceived his  early  education  in  Alfred  Academy  and  served  his  country  in 
the  United  States  Navy  during  the  Civil  War.  At  the  close  of  the  war, 
he  resumed  his  studies  in  Alfred  University,  graduating  in  1869.  He  then 
studied  medicine  in  the  University  of  the  City  of  New  York  and  in  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  New  York,  graduating  from  the 
latter  in  1871.  He  entered  upon  the  practice  of  medicine  in  New  York 
City  and  rapidly  rose  to  eminence.  His  medical  researches  have  been 
exceedingly  thorough  and  his  opinions  and  decisions  rank  among  the 
most  important  in  his  profession.  He  is  the  author  of  many  valuable 
and  important  papers  which  have  been  published  in  Medical  Journals  in 
this  country  and  in  Europe.  He  is  the  founder  and  Editor  of  the 
Medical  Review  of  Reviews  published  in  New  York  City,  since  1895.  In 
1895  he  was  elected  President  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  New  York  State, 
having  been  appointed  a  Commissioner  of  the  Board  by  Governor  Morton. 
In  1901  when  the  Board  of  Health  was  abolished  by  the  Legislature,  he 
was  appointed  by  Governor  Odell,  Commissioner  of  Health  of  New  York 
State.  Dr.  Lewis  received  from  his  Alma  Mater,  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Arts  in  course  in  1872  and  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy 
in  1886.  He  was  the  first  President  of  the  Alumni  Association,  organized 
in  1886,  and  has  been  actively  identified  with  the  association  continually 
since  that  time.  To  him,  more  than  to  any  other  man,  is  due  the  success 
and  usefulness  of  that  organization.  Since  1885  he  has  been  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Alfred  University,  and  has  proved  himself  a 
loyal  and  indefatigable  friend  of  the  University. 
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Peter  B.  McLennan,  Ph,  D.,  '73,  Syracuse,  N.  Y. 

Judge  McLennan  was  born  in  the  town  of  Lyndon,  Cattaraugus  Co.,  N. 
Y.,  in  1850,  of  Scotch  decent.  He  attended  the  district  school  and  worked 
upon  the  farm  until  he  was  sixteen,  when  he  entered  the  Academic  De- 
partment of  Alfred  University.  When  fit  for  college,  he  pursued  his 
regular  college  course  at  Alfred  and  graduated  in  1873.  By  teaching 
school  in  the  winter  and  working  on  the  farm  in  the  summer  he  earned 
enough  money  to  meet  the  expenses  of  his  college  course.  Soon  after 
graduating  he  located  in  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  where  he  studied  law.  He 
was  admitted  to  the  Bar  in  1876.  In  the  practice  of  his  profession,  Judge 
McLennan  devoted  himself  chiefly  to  trial  work.  He  acquired  a  con- 
spicuous position  in  that  field  and  was  engaged  in  the  trial  of  important 
cases  in  all  parts  of  the  State.  In  1892  he  was  elected  Justice  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  and  after  serving  in  this  position  for  six  years,  was  pro- 
moted to  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme  Court  by  Governor 
Black  in  November,  1898.  This  position  he  still  occupies.  Judge  Mc- 
Lennan is  also  a  member  of  the  Faculty  of  the  College  of  Law  of  Syra- 
cuse University  and  a  Lecturer  upon  the  Trial  of  Causes.  Judge  Mc- 
Lennan has  always  been  recognized  as  a  popular  and  able  Republican  in 
politics  and  has  rendered  most  distinguished  service  to  his  party  and  to 
his  State.  He  has  earned  a  reputation  which  places  him  among  the  fore- 
most jurists  of  his  day. 

Doctor  of  Divinity    (Honorary) 
Rev.  George  Buckle,  Elizabeth,  N.  J. 

Mr.  Buckle  was  born  at  Bristol,  England,  in  1855.  He  came  to  the 
United  States  when  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  went  to  St.  Louis,  Mo., 
where  he  acted  as  law  reporter  and  stenographer.  In  view  of  preparing 
himself  for  the  ministry  he  took  his  preparatory  work  at  Washington 
Academy  in  St.  Louis,  and  then  entered  the  Freshman  Class  of  the  West- 
minster College  at  Fulton,  Mo.  After  spending  four  years  in  West- 
minster, Mr.  Buckle  took  his  Theological  course  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Virginia.  He  was  licensed  to  preach  by  the  Lexington 
Presbytery  during  his  second  year  in  the  Seminary,  and  his  ordination 
took  place  in  the  Hancock,  Md.  Church  in  1884.  Mr.  Buckle  did  suc- 
cessful work  as  an  evangelist  in  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  Pennsylvania, 
and  Maryland.  For  some  two  years  he  served  as  pastor  of  the  Little 
Britain  Presbyterian  Church  in  Lancaster  Co.,  Pa.,  and  is  now  pastor  of 
the  Marshall  Street  Presbyterian  Church  in  Elizabeth,  N.  J.,  where  he 
has  served  most  efficiently  and  acceptably  for  thirteen  years.  Mr. 
Buckle's  indomitable  energy,  scholarly  mind,  and  firm  Christian  spirit, 
has  been  made  manifest  throughout  his  entire  field  of  labor.

Seventh:  If  there  be  sufficient  income  from  the  fund,  I  do  order  and 
direct  that  a  sum  not  exceeding  the  income  upon  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  be 
paid  by  them  as  occasion  may  offer  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  young  people 
{male  or  pemale)  in  preparing  for  the  Gospel  Ministry  in  the  Seventh-day 
Baptist  Denomination. 

Eighth'.  I  do  order  and  direct  that  the  income  received  from  twenty 
thousand  dollars  shall  be  paid  to  the  Trustees  of  Alfred  University,  to 
be  known  as  the  *'E.  Lua  Babcock  Fund,"  the  same  to  be  applied  by  said 
trustees  in  keeping  the  grounds  in  good  order  and  repair  and  for  the  purpose 
of  inculcating  ideas  and  habits  of  order  and  neatness  among  the  students.

This  Society  includes  all  graduates  of  the  University,  all  per- 
sons who  have  received  degrees  from  it,  members  of  the  Faculty, 
and  former  students  who  have  been  in  attendance  for  one  year  or 
more.     The  annual  fee  is  one  dollar. 

The  objects  of  the  Society  are  to  foster  fraternal  intercourse 
and  sympathy,  and  the  interest  of  its  members  in  their  Alma  Mater, 
as  well  as  to  promote  the  welfare  of  Alfred  University. 

The  Society  is  incorporated  under  Chapter  268  of  the  Laws  of 
New  York,  for  1882,  as  amended  by  Chapter  216  of  the  laws  of 
1884.     Sections  4.  6  and  7  of  this  act  read  as  follows: 

§  4  "  The  corporations  formed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  have  power  to  create,  manage,  and  control  a  fund  to  be  known 
as  an  alumni  fund,  and,  for  that  purpose,  to  take  and  acquire  real 
and  personal  property  by  gift,  devise  or  purchase,  the  net  annual 
income  of  which  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $10,000:  and  the  in- 
come thereof  may  be  used  for,  and  applied  to,  such  object  or 
objects  connected  with  such  college,  colleges  or  university,  as  such 
corporation  shall  direct. 

"  The  corporations  formed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  also  have  power: 

"  to  elect  from  among  their  members  such  a  number  of  trustees 
or  directors  of  the  college  or  colleges  or  university  to  which  their 
members  shall  respectively  belong  as  such  college,  colleges,  or 
university  shall  designate: 

"  to  prepare  and  publish,  from  time  to  time,  an  alumni  record 
or  directory: 

"  to  prescribe  reasonable  terms  and  conditions  upon  which 
their  members  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  or  hold  office: 

"  to  provide  for  meetings  and  reunions  of  their  members  and 
for  literary  and  other  entertainments  at  such  meetings  and  reunions: 

"  to  appropriate  from  their  funds  a  sufficient  sum  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  such  meetings  and  reunions,  including  the  expense  of 
any  banquet  that  may  be  given  at  the  same;  provided,  that  710  part 
of  the  permanent  fund  of  such  corporation  or  of  the  inco?ne 
thereof  shall  be  appropriated  for  such  purposes. 

"to  take  such  other  action,  and  to  transact  such  other 
business,  as  usually  pertain  to  alumni  associations  of  colleges  and 
universities." 
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"to  adopt  such  a  constitution  and  by-laws  and  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper  for  their  government 
and  regulation  and  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  objects  of  their 
incorporation,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  state." 

§  6  "The  directors  of  the  corporations  formed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  have  the  custody  and  management  of  the  alumni 
fund  created  and  acquired  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  but 
they  shall  not  permanently  appropriate  said  fund,  or  any  part 
thereof,  for  any  purpose  or  object,  or  use  the  same,  except  such 
part  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  the  expense  of  its  ac- 
quisition, investment  and  management,  unless  duly  authorized 
thereto  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  of  such  corporation 
Present  at  an  annual  meeting  thereof!' 

§  7  "Every  corporation  formed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  prepare  annually  a  report,  which  shall  be  verified  by  the  affi- 
davit of  an  officer  thereof,  and  which  shall  show  the  whole  amount 
of  the  real  and  personal  property  owned  by  said  corporation,  where 
it  is  located,  or  how  and  where  invested;  the  amount  and  nature  of 
the  property  acquired  during  the  year  immediately  preceding  the 
date  of  said  report;  and  the  manner  of  its  acquisition;  the  amount 
applied,  appropriated  or  expended  during  the  year  immediately 
preceding  the  date  of  said  report,  and  the  purposes,  objects  or  per- 
sons to  or  for  which  such  application,  appropriation  or  expenditure 
has  been  made. 

Such  report  shall  be  presented  to  said  corporation  at  its  annual 
meeting,  or  at  any  special  meeting  appointed  for  that  purpose,  and 
entered  in  the  minutes  of  its  proceedings,  and  shall,  within  thirty 
days  thereafter,  be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  in  which 
said  college  or  university  is  located." 

At  the  time  of  its  organization  in  1886,  the  Society  established 
an  alumni  fund,  giving  it  the  name  of  Kenyon-Allen  Endow- 
ment Fund.  The  fund  now  amounts  to  upwards  of  $io,ooo. 
Pledges  or  contributions  in  cash  are  solicited,  will  be  duly 
acknowledged  and  added  to  the  fund. 

The  Society  is  represented  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
University  by  nine  trustees,  three  of  whom  are  elected  each  year 
for  a  term  of  three  years. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  is  held  on  Wednesday  of 
Commencement  Week,  the  whole  day  being  given  over  to  the 
Society.

The  following  is  a  copy  of  Chapter  383  of  the  Session   Laws 
of  New  York,  1900: 

An  Act  to  establish  a  State  School  of  Clay- Working  and  Ceramics 
at  Alfred  University,  and  making  appropriation  for  the  con- 
struction and  equipment  of  a  suitable  building,  and  the  main- 
tenance of  such  school  for  one  year. 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  established  a  state  school  of  clay- 
working  and  ceramics  at  Alfred  University.  For  the  purpose  of 
constructing  and  equipping  a  suitable  building  for  such  school  at 
Alfred,  New  York,  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  to  be  paid  by 
the  treasurer,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  upon  vouchers 
approved  by  the  state  architect,  to  Alfred  University.  No  part  of 
such  moneys  shall  be  expended  until  the  plans  and  specifications 
for  the  construction  and  equipment  of  such  building  and  the  location 
thereof  shall  be  approved  by  the  state  architect,  nor  until  the  comp- 
troller shall  have  certified  that  in  his  judgment  the  expense  of  the 
completion  and  equipment  of  such  building  in  accordance  with 
such  plans  and  specifications  will  not  exceed  the  amount  of  such 
appropriation.  Such  building  and  equipment  shall  be  the  property 
of  the  State.  There  shall  be  no  tuition  charged  to  students  resi- 
dents of  this  state  for  instruction  in  the  school  hereby  established. 
Section  2.  For  the  maintenance  for  one  year  of  said  state  school 
of  clay-working  and  ceramics,  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  or 
so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  out 
of  moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  payable  to 
the  treasurer  of  Alfred  University,  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptrol- 
ler. 

Section  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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In  accordance  with  the  above  act  the  building  has   been   con- 
structed and  equipped  as  indicated  below:

DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

To  the  President  of  the  University. 

Sir: —  I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  the  second  annual 
report  of  the  New  York  State  School  of  Clay-Working  and 
Ceramics. 

The  report  of  last  year  gave  full  details  of  the  equipment 
planned,  and  immediately  upon  the  completion  of  the  building  the 
installation  of  the  machinery  was  begun  under  my  personal  super- 
vision. 

Scarcely  was  all  in  working  order  when  clays  began  to  arrive  at 
the  school  for  examination,  and  there  has  been  a  constant  supply  of 
these  during  the  whole  year. 

To  illustrate  the  fact  of  the  demand  for  such  work  as  the 
school  is  doing  I  may  mention  that  samples  of  materials  have  been 
received  from  the  counties  of  Allegany,  Cattaraugus,  Erie,  Greene, 
Nassau,  Niagara,  Oneida,  Onondaga,  Steuben,  and  Westchester, 
while  from  almost  every  clay  producing  state  in  the  Union  samples 
or  inquiries  have  come.  The  work  within  the  State  is  done  without 
charge,  except  a  trifling  fee  as  evidence  of  good  faith,  but  from 
persons  outside  the  State  payment  is  expected. 
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The  usual  course  is  that  small  samples  are  received  at  first, 
either  as  directed  by  myself  or  upon  the  initiative  of  the  owners. 
These  are  analyzed  in  the  Chemical  Laboratory  of  the  College  and  if 
the  results  appear  to  me  to  warrant  further  labor  a  request  is  made 
that  a  bulk  sample  be  sent  for  experimental  manufacture.  The 
usual  supply  is  four  barrels  of  clay  or  shale,  and  this  is  taken  in 
hand  by  students  under  my  direction  who  proceed  to  pass  it 
through  the  different  machines  and  to  make  up  a  number  of  brick. 
This  process  reveals  the  quality  of  the  substance,  and  should  the 
manufacture  of  brick  not  prove  practicable  other  wares  are  tried. 
It  sometimes  happens  that  clay  which  will  not  profitably  produce 
brick  from  "  mud,"  or  when  moist,  will  do  so  when  "  dry-pressed," 
or  it  may  be  that  a  material  is  better  suited  to  the  manufacture  of 
drain  tile. 

To  discover  the  best  use  of  each  sample  is  the  object  of  the 
investigation,  and,  this  being  ascertained,  a  report  is  furnished  the 
owner  of  the  clay  with  a  specimen  of  ware  made  and  directions  for 
securing  similiar  results. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  school  is  acting  as  an  experiment 
station  for  the  development  of  the  resources  of  the  state,  and  it 
appears  that  the  owners  of  real  estate  are  already  taking  advantage 
of  the  opportunity  offered. 

In  addition  to  the  work  outlined  above  I  have  been  called  upon 
to  visit  several  manufactories  and  give  assistance  in  the  solution  of 
technical  problems.  The  brick-maker  and  the  potter  stand  in  need 
of  just  such  help.  Few  of  the  smaller  producers  can  afford  to 
permanentlv  retain  a  technologist,  and  yet  the  interest  of  the  state 
industries  demands  that  they  be  assisted  in  their  endeavors  to 
develop  local  resources. 

A  considerable  portion  of  my  time  is,  of  course,  taken  up  with 
class  work.  All  the  students  recite  before  me  and  other  members 
of  the  faculty.  They  are  thus  being  taught  the  principles  of  ceramic 
composition,  the  nature  and  properties  of  clay,  the  preparation  of 
glazes,  and  all  the  intricate  and  complex  manipulations  which  go  to 
make  up  a  complete  education  in  ceramics. 

The  enrollment  of  students  has,  in  my  opinion,  been  very 
satisfactory  in  view  of  the  recent  opening  of  the  school.  The  total 
registration  is  20,  of  this  number  seven  are  young  women  who  are 
taking  advantage  of  the  courses  in  Ceramic  Art  to  fit  themselves  as 
designers  of  artistic  pottery.    There  is  a  wide  field  open  for  work 
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of  this  class.     America,   while  abreast  of  Europe  in  most  branches 
of  industrial  art,  is  sadly  lacking  in  the  production  of  fine  pottery. 

The  young  men  in  the  student  body  are  taking  courses  in 
technology,  five  being  entered  for  the  four  years  course  and  eight 
for  special  or  shorter  courses.  Judging  from  the  experience  of  the 
Ohio  School  this  is  a  good  proportion  of  long-course  men,  and  al- 
though we  are  reaping  the  advantage  of  a  growing  demand  we  can 
not  but  congratulate  ourselves  upon  the  enrollment. 

The  students  this  year  are  drawn  from  the  counties  of  Alle- 
gany, Cattaraugus,  Erie,  Lewis,  Monroe,  and  Steuben  in  this  State, 
and  from  the  states  of  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island  and 
Illinois. 

For  the  most  part  the  instruction,  being  in  a  somewhat 
elementary  stage,  is  general  rather  than  specific,  but  some  of  the 
students  are  carrying  out  investigations  along  special  lines.  One 
whose  father  is  a  manufacturer  of  white  wares  naturally  prefers 
that  subject  for  study,  another  who  is  interested  in  a  brick-yard 
takes  up  the  production  of  brick.  The  faculty  are  glad  to  encourage 
these  lines  of  specialization  as  soon  as  the  students  are  ready  to 
pursue  them,  and,  in  fact,  it  is  expected  that  each  student  will  take 
up  and  master  some  one  department  of  the  subject. 

The  second  kiln  planned  in  the  original  equipment  has  now 
been  built  and  fired.  In  this  I  am  using  natural  gas  as  fuel  for  the 
purpose  of  having  the  students  accustomed  to  every  style  of  work. 
It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  natural  gas  supply  of  Alfred  enables 
me  to  fire  the  kiln  at  a  cost  of  about  one  dollar  and  a  quarter  while 
the  cost  of  coal  would  be  at  least  three  times  this  amount,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  extra  labor  and  wear  and  tear  of  the  kiln.  This  fact 
affords  another  proof,  if  proof  be  needed,  of  the  wisdom  of  the 
legislature  in  locating  the  school  at  Alfred. 

A  small  portable  furnace  for  use  in  the  laboratory  has  been 
designed  and  is  now  being  made  by  the  students  themselves.  This 
will  also  be  fired  with  gas. 

The  art  department  of  the  school,  under  the  control  of  Miss 
Tourtellotte,  has  done  excellent  work.  I  have  provided  the  students 
with  a  number  of  vases,  of  plain  form,  made  from  the  shale  found 
in  such  abundance  near  by,  and  upon  these  they  have  wrought  em- 
bossed designs  with  considerable  skill.  The  red  color  of  the  shale 
when  covered  with  richly  flowing  glazes  produces  an  effect  that  is 
both  beautiful  and  unique. 
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I  am  expecting  to  send  a  group  of  these  wares  to  the  State 
Museum  at  Albany,  also  a  number  of  brick  made  from  clays  hither- 
to undeveloped  in  order  that  the  people  of  the  State  may  see  what 
wc  have  done. 

I  regret  to  have  to  say  that  notwithstanding  the  generous 
equipment  provided  by  the  State  there  remain  several  pieces  of 
delicate  apparatus  which  should  be  procured  if  the  work  is  to  reach 
its  full  perfection,  and  I  hope  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  a 
sufficient  appropriation  may  be  obtained  to  accomplish  this  end, 
and  to  provide  for  the  growing  demands  of  the  School. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  I  have  received  from  the 
faculty  of  the  school,  and  especially  from  Professor  Babcock,  whose 
unfailing  courtesy  and  zeal  in  the  difficult  and  complicated  work  of 
chemical  analysis  have  been  of  the  greatest  possible  service. 

In  the  interest  of  the  school  I  have  attended  the  meeting  of  the 
County  Educational  Council  and  have  addressed  the  Teachers' 
Associations  at  Cuba  and  Belfast.  I  have  also  attended  the  Annual 
Conventions  of  the  Academic  Principals  and  the  State  Science 
Teachers'  Association.  I  am  assisting  in  the  work  of  the  American 
Ceramic  Society,  of  which  I  am  President,  and  the  National  Brick 
Manufacturers'  Association,  both  of  which  organizations  are  watch- 
ing with  interest  the  work  of  the  Technical  Schools. 

The  work  of  the  school  is  being  carried  on  smoothly  and 
effectively.  I  derive  the  greatest  assistance  from  the  student  body 
who  evince  a  remarkable  degree  of  enthusiasm  in  the  prosecution 
of  their  studies,  and  I  am  confident  that  when  the  time  comes  for 
them  to  launch  forth  upon  their  lite  work  they  will  do  honor  to  the 
teaching  of  New  York  State  in  their  chosen  avocation.

THOMAS  BLISS  STILLMAN  SCHOLARSHIP 

SUBSCRIPTION  TO  ENDOWMENT   FUND 

For  the  purpose  of  permanently  endowing  a  Collegiate  Institu- 
tion, at  Alfred,  Allegany  County,  New  York,  and  for  the  purpose 
of  enjoying  certain  educational  privileges  therein  which  are  named 
in  a  certificate  of  Scholarship  bearing  even  date  herewith  and  issued 
to  me,  my  heirs  and  assigns  forever,  I  do  hereby  obligate  myself, 
my  heirs  and  assigns,  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Seventh-day 
Baptist  Education  Society  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  within 
five  years,  interest  to  commence  ist  September,  1856.  I  also  en-

Thomas  Bliss  Stillman  was  born  Aug.  30,  1806,  at  Westerly,  R.  I.;  died 
Jan.  2,  1866,  at  Plainfield,  N.  J. ;  son  of  Joseph  Stillman  and  Eliza  Ward 
Maxson  Stillman;  married  Miss  Susan  Burt  April  27,  1827.  Mr.  Stillman  was 
a  mechanical  engineer,  and  also  a  manufacturer  in  iron,  being  at  the  head  of 
"The  Novelty  Iron  Works"  in  New  York  City.  During  the  Civil  War  he 
was  one  of  the  leaders  in  supporting  the  National  Government.  In  the  Sev- 
enth-day Baptist  Denomination,  he  was  also  a  leader.  He  was  one  of  the 
charter  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Alfred  University,  and  also  of 
the  Seventh-day  Baptist  Education  Society.  He  was  a  public  spirited,  broad 
minded,  benevolent  man. 
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WILLIAM  C  KENYON  PROFESSORSHIP  OF  THE  LATIN 
LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE 

THE  PRESIDENT'S  CHAIR 

These  funds  were  contributed  by  a  large  number  of  individuals. 
It  appears  by  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Seventh-day  Baptist  Edu- 
cation Society  for  1868,  that  $6,350  had  been  subscribed  for  the 
Kenyon  Professorship,  and  $1 5,704  for  the  President's  Chair.  Many 
of  these  subscriptions  however,  were  never  made  good. 

Note. — Rev.  William  Colegrove  Kenyon,  A.  M.,  was  born  in  Richmond, 
Rhode  Island,  October  23,  1812,  and  died  in  London,  June  7,  1867.  His  first 
wife  was  Melissa  Bloomfield  Ward,  who  died  in  1863.  His  second  wife  was 
Professor  Ida  Frederica  Sallan,  who  still  survives.  He  was  the  energizing,  di- 
recting, controlling  spirit  of  Alfred  Academy,  and  the  first  President  of  Alfred 
University.  He  began  his  work  at  Alfred  in  1839,  and  did  not  lay  it  down 
until  failing  health  compelled  him  to  resign  in  1866.  He  was  one  of  the 
charter  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Alfred  University  and  also  of 
the  Seventh-day  Baptist  Education  Society. 

NATHAN  V.  HULL  PROFESSORSHIP  OF 
PASTORAL  THEOLOGY 

This  fund  was  contributed  by  a  number  of  persons,  and  addi- 
tions are  being  made  to  it  from  time  to  time. 

Note. — Rev.  Nathan  Vars  Hull,  D.  D.,  was  born  in  Berlin,  Rensselaer 
Co.,  N.  Y.,  October  18,  1808,  and  died  at  Alfred,  September  5,  1881.  His 
first  wife  was  Miss  Phalla  Vincent;  his  second,  Mrs.  Lura  A.  Hartshorn,  to 
whom  he  was  married  in  1872,  who  still  survives.  He  was  an  eminent  Sev- 
enth-day Baptist  minister,  and  the  first  professor  of  Pastoral  Theology  in  the 
Theological  Department,  having  been  elected  in  1868.  He  preached  his  first 
sermon  in  November,  1830;  1846-81  he  was  pastor  of  the  First  Seventh-day 
Baptist  Church  of  Alfred;  1848-62  he  was  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Alfred  Academy  and  Alfred  University;  1872-81  he  was  editor  of  the  Sab- 
bath Recorder.  He  was  a  charter  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Alfred  University  and  also  of  the  Seventh-day  Baptist  Education  Society.

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GEORGE  B*  ROGERS  PROFESSORSHIP  OF 
INDUSTRIAL  MECHANICS 

New  York,  September  i,  1867. 
To  the  Trustees  of  Alfred  University, 

Having,  from  long  observation,  seen  and  felt  the  necessity  of 
providing  for  young  men  a  course  of  instruction  in  the  Mechanic 
Arts,  by  which  they  may  attain  to  eminence  in  the  trade  or  occu- 
pation of  their  choice,  and  having  been  sorely  disappointed  in  the 
death  of  a  son  at  the  early  age  of  twenty-one  years,  whom  I  had 
fondly  hoped  might  attain  to  much  usefulness,  and  perhaps  some 
eminence,  as  a  mechanical  engineer,  the  occupation  of  his  choice, 
and  to  which  he  had  devoted  his  young  life,  I  propose  to  donate 
to  the  Trustees  of  Alfred  University  the  remainder  of  the  bequest 
left  him  by  his  father,  Benedict  W.  Rogers,  amounting  to  Ten 
Thousand  Dollars,  to  found  a  Professorship  to  be  called  the 
George  B.  Rogers  Professorship  of  Industrial  Mechanics, 
upon  the  conditions  named  in  the  annexed  paper. 

In  order  that  students  in  this  department  may  acquire  some 
acquaintance  with  the  application  of  theory  to  practice,  I  express 
my  earnest  conviction  that  a  work  shop  should,  as  soon  as  possible,  be 
established,  independent  of  the  fund  of  $15,000,  in  which  they  shall 
at  least  acquire  familiarity  in  the  use  of  tools,  and,  if  possible,  en- 
gage a  certain  portion  of  each  day  in  remunerative  labor.  I  do 
not  choose  to  make  this  an  absolute  condition  of  the  above  donation 
owing  to  the  uncertainty  as  to  what  course  might  be  best  to  pursue 
but  prefer  to  leave  the  matter  with  the  expression  of  my  strong 
conviction,  trusting  that  the  Trustees  will  carry  out  these  general 
views  as  soon  as  may  be  possible.

1 .  The  Trustees  of  Alfred  University  shall  subscribe,  on  or 
before  January  1,  1868,  and  invest  in  United  States  six  per  cent. 
Registered  Bonds,  on  or  before  January  1,  1870,  five  thousand 
dollars  in  addition  to  this  donation;  and  the  whole  fifteen  thousand 
dollars  shall  remain  invested  in  one  sum.  Of  this  sum  $13,000 
shall  constitute  a  fund,  the  income  of  which  will  be  applied  to  the 
support  of  a  Professor  in  the  department  which  this  donation  is  in- 
tended to  create;  and  $2,000  shall  constitute  a  fund,  the  income  of 
which  shall  be  applied  in  creating  a  mechanical  library,  in  the 
purchase  of  apparatus,  and  in  securing  the  general  efficiency  of  the 
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department.  The  income  shall  only  be  drawn  from  the  Treasurer 
upon  the  order  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees;  and  the 
expenditure  of  the  income  of  the  $2,000  fund  shall  be  vested  in  a 
Committee  appointed  by  the  Trustees,  one  of  which  shall  be  the 
Professor  in  the  department. 

2.  Only  the  income  of  this  fund  shall,  in  any  event,  be  used; 
and  this  bequest  shall  be  vitiated,  and  shall  return  to  the  donor,  or 
her  legal  heirs,  if  the  principal  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  than 
the  one  above  indicated. 

3.  The  Trustees  of  Alfred  University  shall  furnish  and  put  in 
order  for  use  a  room  adapted  for  instruction;  and  they  shall 
guarantee  that  a  competent  professor  shall  be  appointed  and 
maintained  in  the  department.  Should  this  condition  remain  un- 
fulfilled for  a  longer  time  than  one  year  after  the  complete  organiza- 
tion of  the  department,  this  bequest  shall  be  yitiated  and  shall  re- 
cur to  the  donor  or  her  legal  heirs. 

4.  The  general  character  of  the  department,  the  arrangement 
of  the  course  of  study,  the  requirements  for  entrance  and  graduation, 
shall  be  similar  to  the  same  department  in  the  Sheffield  Scientific 
School  of  Yale  College,  It  is  not  expected  that  the  student  will,  by 
the  course  of  study  proposed,  learn  a  trade,  but  that  he  will,  by 
his  attention  to  higher  mathematics  in  their  applications,  and  es- 
pecially to  Mechanical  Drawing,  qualify  himself  for  the  successful 
prosecution  of  the  Mechanic  Arts. 

5.  The  tuition  for  students  in  this  department  shall  be  the 
same  as  for  any  other  branches,  and  shall  go  into  the  general  fund, 
with  the  following  exceptions: 

Eight  free  certificates  of  Scholarship  shall  be  issued  in  the 
name  of  the  donor,  on  the  following  general  conditions: 

The  benefit  of  this  provision  shall  be  limited  to  Sabbath-keeping 
young  men,  who  give  ample  proof  of  integrity,  of  moral 
character,  and  especially  upon  the  queston  of  the  Sabbath; 

The  recipient  shall  pledge  himself  to  the  regular  completion  of 
the  course  of  instruction  laid  down; 

The  certificates  shall  hold  good  for  two  years,  the  time  re- 
quired for  the  completion  of  the  course,  and  shall  not  be  transfer- 
able; 

In  case  the  student  finds  it  necessary  to  be  absent  during  any 
part  of  the  course,  the  certificate  may  be  extended  for  such  time  as 
he  shall  have  been  unavoidably  absent. 

6.  The  department  shall,  if  possible,  be  open  for  the  reception 
of  students  by  the  Fall  Term  of  1869;  and  the  income  of  the  en- 
dowment fund,  until  that  time,  may  be  used  for  the  support  of 
whoever  may  be  appointed  Professor  in  the  department,  in  prepar- 
ing himself  for  his  duties,  by  pursuing  a  course  of  study  in  the 
Sheffield  Scientific  School. 

7.  This  donation  shall  be  considered  binding,  and  in  full  force, 
from  January  1,  1868,  provided  the  Trustees  of  Alfred  University 
conform  to  the  conditions  above  mentioned. 
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Note: — Ann  Maria  Rogers  Lyon  was  born  in  July,  1822,  at  Water- 
ford,  Conn.;  died  April  27,  1873,  at  the  same  place;  daughter  of  David  and 
Mary  Rogers.  Her  first  husband  was  Benedict  W.  Rogers.  After  his  death 
she  married  Eliphalet  Lyon,  of  New  York  City.  Mrs.  Lyon  was  very  be- 
nevolent; at  one  time  she  was  prominently  connected  with  the  "Home  for 
the  Friendless,"  and  during  the  Civil  War,  she  was  a  leader  in  the  various 
plans  devised  by  the  women  of  New  York  and  Brooklyn  to  promote  the  well- 
fare  of  the  Union  Soldiers.

On  September  1,  1881,  for  value  received  I  promised  to  pay  to 
the  Trustees  of  the  Seventh-day  Baptist  Memorial  Fund, 
Thirty  thousand  dollars  ($30,000),  to  be  by  them  invested;  the 
interest  only  to  be  used,  and  for  the  following  objects,  and  under 
the  conditions  following: 

1st.  The  income  from  Twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000)  to 
go  for  the  support  of  the  Chair  of  Physics  of  Alfred  Uni- 
versity in  the  State  of  New  York,  and  material  and  ap- 
paratus therefor:  and 

2d.  The  income  from  Ten  thousand  dollars  $(10,000)  to  go 
toward  the  support  of  the  Chair  in  Greek  Language  and 
Literature  in  said  Alfred  University. 

3d.  The  donor  to  have  the  right,  while  he  lives,  if  he  so  elect, 
to  be  consulted  in  the  matter  of  filling  said  chairs:  and 

4th.  Should  the  said  Alfred  University  at  any  time  pass  out 
from  the  control  of  Seventh-day  Baptists,  or  cease  to  be  a  de- 
nominational school,  then  the  said  funds  to  cease  to  be  used  for  the 
above  specified  objects,  and  thereafter  the  income  therefrom  shall 
be  devoted  to  such  objects  for  the  benefit  of  said  Seventh-day 
Baptist  Denomination,  as  the  said  Trustees  of  the  Seventh-day 
Baptist  Memorial  Fund  may  direct.

So  Alfred  University 

Preamble  and  Resolutions  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Alfred  University  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board, 
held  June  28,  1881: 

Whereas,  George  H.  Babcock,  of  Plainfield,  N.  J.,  in  the  true  spirit  of 
Christian  liberality,  and  without  solicitation  on  our  part,  has  given  to  this 
University,  through  the  Seventh-day  Baptist  Memorial  Board,  the  generous 
sum  of  $20,000  to  endow  the  Department  of  Physics,  and  $10,000  toward 
endowing  the  Chair  of  Greek  Language  and  Literature,  making  a  total  of 
$30,000;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  hereby  express  our  sincere  thankfulness  to  him  for 
the  timely  aid  thus  rendered  to  the  cause  of  Education,  and  the  interests  of 
the  Seventh-day  Baptist  denomination,  as  represented  by  this  University. 

Resolved,  That  we  couple  with  our  thanks  the  prayer  that  God,  who 
rewardeth  as  man  cannot  reward,  may  grant  unto  him  the  truer  payment,  of 
which  he  is  justly  worthy. 

Resolved,  That,  as  an  expression  of  our  desire  to  perpetuate  the  mem- 
ory of  this  gift,  we  do  hereby  decree  that  the  Chair  of  Physics  shall  be  here- 
after and  perpetually  known  as  the  Babcock  Professorship  of  Physics 
in  Alfred  University. 

Note. — Rev.  William  Bliss  Maxson,  D.  D.,  was  born  Aug.  21,  1785,  at 
Newport,  R.  I.;  died  October  20,  1863,  at  Bridgewater,  Oneida  Co.,  New 
York;  son  of  Caleb  and  Mary  Bliss  Maxson;  married  in  Nov.,  181 1,  Miss  Lu- 
anda Larey,  and  on  August  8,  1832,  Miss  Amanda  Alberti.  He  was  a  Sev- 
enth-day Baptist  minister  of  extraordinary  native  ability,  active  and  earnest 
in  all  of  his  duties  to  God  and  man.  He  was  one  of  the  charter  members  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Alfred  University,  and  also  of  the  Seventh-day  Bap- 
tist Education  Society.

GEORGE  H.  BABCOCK  FUND  TO  AID  YOUNG  PEOPLE 
PREPARING  FOR  THE  MINISTRY 

These  funds  were  created  by  the  will  of  the  late  George  H. 
Babcock,  of  Plainfield,  New  Jersey,  dated  April  29,  1891,  which  was 
admitted  to  probate  in  Union  County,  New  Jersey,  in  December, 
1893.  Following  is  a  copy  of  that  part  of  the  will  which  relates  to 
these  funds: 

Section  twenty-fourth:  Out  of  the  residue  and  re- 
mainder of  my  estate,  real  and  personal,  I  give,  devise  and  be- 
queath to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seventh-day  Bap- 
tist Memorial  Fund  a  duly  incorporated  body,  located  in  the 
city  of  Plainfield,  New  Jersey,  and  its  successors  forever,  the  sum  of 
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two  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  cash,  or  in  such  property  owned  by 
me  after  the  above  bequests  have  been  provided  for,  as  they  may 
elect  to  take  at  their  appraised  value,  the  same  to  be  by  them  in- 
vested and  kept  invested,  and  the  net  income  therefrom  to  be  used 
as  follows: 

First:  I  do  order  and  direct  that  they  pay  to  my  sister,  Mary 
E.  Babcock,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  per  aunum  as 
hereinbefore  mentioned  in  section  third  of  this  my  last  will,  the 
same  to  be  paid  to  her,  in  equal  quarterly  installments  so  long  as 
she  may  live. 

Second:  I  do  order  and  direct  that  they  pay  to  Mrs.  Angeline 
L.  Clarke,  mother  of  my  beloved  wife  Mandane,  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable  in  equal  quarterly  installments 
so  long  as  she  may  live. 

Third'.  I  do  hereby  order  and  direct  that  they  pay  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  or  such  portion  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  to  keep  the  monument  and  grounds  belonging  to  me  in 
River  Bend  Cemetary,  Westerly,  R.  I.,  in  good  order  and  repair, 
forever,  leaving  it  to  their  discretion  to  employ  any  person  or  devise 
such  means  for  that  purpose  as  they  may  think  most  judicious  and 
practicable. 

Fourth'.  I  do  order  and  direct  that  the  income  received  from 
thirty  thousand  dollars,  be  appropriated  and  paid  by  them  to  the 
American  Sabbath  Tract  Society,  or  other  suitable  organization  in 
said  denomination,  to  aid  in  printing  and  circulating  the  truth,  pref- 
erably that  pertaining  to  the  Sabbath  of  the  Jehovah. 

Fifth'.  I  do  order  and  direct  that  the  income  received  from  ten 
thousand  dollars  be  appropriated  and  paid  by  them  as  it  may  be 
required  in  aiding  feeble  churches  in  building  houses  of  worship 
within  the  Seventh-day  Baptist  denomination. 

Sixth:  I  do  order  and  direct  that  the  income  received  from 
the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  paid  to  and  for  the  use 
of  Milton  College,  of  Milton,  Wisconsin,  so  long  as  the  same  shall 
be  maintained  as  a  school  under  the  management  and  control 
of  the  Seventh-day  Baptist  denomination;  so  much  of  the  same 
as  may  be  needed  therefor  to  be  applied  to  the  support  of  a  chair 
to  be  named  for  me.  If  I  do  not  designate  the  said  chair  while 
living,  I  leave  the  matter  to  the  judgment  of  the  trustees  of  the 
College. 

Seventh:  If  there  be  sufficient  income  from  the  fund,  I  do 
order  and  direct  that  a  sum  not  exceeding  the  income  upon  ten 
thousand  dollars  shall  be  paid  by  them  as  occasion  may  offer  for 
the  purpose  of  aiding  young  people  {male  or  female)  in  preparing 
for  the  gospel  ministry  in  the  Seventh-day  Baptist  denomination. 

Eighth'.  I  do  order  and  direct  that  the  income  received  from 
twenty  thousand  dollars  shall  be  paid  to  the  trustees  of  Alfred 
University,  to  be  known  as  the  E.  Lua  Babcock  Fund,  the  same 
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to  be  applied  by  said  trustees  in  keeping  the  grounds  in  good  order 
and  repair  and  for  the  purpose  of  inculcating  ideas  and  habits  of 
order  and  neatness  among  the  students. 

Ninth:  I  do  order  and  direct  that  the  income  received  from 
fifty  thousand  dollars  shall  be  paid  to  the  Trustees  of  Alfred  Uni- 
versity to  be  used  by  them  for  such  purposes  as  they  shall  deem 
best. 

Tenth:  I  do  order  and  direct  that  any  balance  that  may  re- 
main of  the  net  income  after  the  appropriations  above  made,  be 
devoted  by  said  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seventh-day  Baptist  Me- 
morial Fund  to  any  denominational  object,  which  to  them  shall  be 
thought  worthy  and  in  need  of  assistance. 

Note:— George  Herman  Babcock  was  born  at  Unadilla  Forks,  Otse- 
go county,  N.  Y.,  June  17,  1832,  and  died  at  Plainfield,  N.  J.,  Dec.  16,  1893. 
He  was  the  son  of  Asher  M.  and  Mary  E.  Stillman  Babcock.  His  wife,  Eu- 
genia Lewis  Babcock,  and  his  son  George  Luason  Babcock  survive  him.  Mr. 
Babcock  was  a  versatile  inventor,  a  mechanical  engineer  of  great  skill,  a  very 
successful  manufacturer  of  water  tube  boilers,  a  self  made  man  in  the  highest 
sense  of  the  term,  and  broadly  and  thoroughly  educated.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Alfred  University  1881-93,  and  the  President  of 
the  Board  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Eliza  Lua  Clarke  Babcock  was  born  at  Scott,  N.  Y.,  April  9,  1844;  died 
at  Plainfield,  N.  J.,  March  21,  1891;  daughter  of  Job  Bennett  Clarke  (2d  of 
that  name)  and  Emily  Pardee  Clarke.  She  was  united  in  marriage  with 
George  H.  Babcock,  Feb.  14,  1883;  one  child  was  born  to  them,  George 
Luason  Babcock,  who  still  survives.

Dear  Sir: 

With  this  I  hand  you  the  sum  of  Twenty  thousand 
dollars  ($20,000,)  in  securities  mostly  bearing  six  per  cent  interest 
per  annum,  as  per  memorandum  enclosed;  interest  to  commence 
on  July  1st  next,  and  be  payable  semi-annually,  for  the  purpose  of 
endowing  in  Alfred  University,  at  Alfred  Center,  N.  Y.,  a  professor- 
ship, to  be  called  the  Charles  Potter  Professorship  of 
History  and  Political  Science,  to  which  professorship  the 
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Rev.  Lester  C.  Rogers  was,  on  the  10th  day  of  April  last, 
unanimously  elected. 

On  the  maturity  and  payment  of  the  securities  now  placed  in 
your  hands,  they  are  to  be  re-invested;  the  principal  to  remain  un- 
impaired; the  interest  only  to  be  used,  and  as  follows,  viz: 

1  st.  For  the  first  three  years,  all  the  interest  from  this  endow- 
ment to  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  to  the  said 
professor;  the  latter  to  account  for  the  same  to  him  as  follows,  viz: 

(a)  For  his  salary,  which  is  to  be  the  same  as  the  other  pro- 
fessors of  the  same  grade  in  the  University,  not  less  than  Eight 
hundred  dollars. 

(b)  The  expenses  of  the  removal  of  the  said  professor,  Rev. 
L.  C.  Rogers,  and  family,  from  Nile,  N.  Y„  to  Alfred  Centre. 

(c)  For  his  attendance  on  lectures,  that  he  may  be  fully 
qualified  for  his  position  in  this  professorship. 

(d)  The  remainder,  if  any,  to  be  expended  in  the  purchase  of 
works  connected  with  this  professorship;  but  the  books  so  purchased 
to  belong  to  the  Library  of  the  University. 

2d.  After  the  three  years  mentioned  all  the  income  above  the 
salary  as  mentioned  in  (a)  to  be  expended  for  the  benefit  of  the 
library  by  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Trustees  of  the  University, 
of  which  committee  the  professor  in  this   department  shall  be  one. 

3d.  It  is  further  conditioned  that,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  this 
professorship  by  the  death  or  resignation  of  the  person  elected  to 
it  on  the  10th  day  of  April  before  referred  to,  his  successor  shall  be 
elected  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  that  the 
endower,  during  his  life,  shall  have  one  vote. 

4th.  It  is  further  conditioned  that,  in  case  the  University  to 
which  this  is  given  shall  pass  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Seventh-day 
Baptists,  and  it  shall  be  so  considered  to  have  passed  when  a 
majority  of  its  Board  of  Trustees  and  Faculty  are  other  than 
Seventh-day  Baptists,  the  payment  of  the  income  from  this  fund 
shall  cease  to  the  said  University,  and  may  then  be  paid,  one-half 
to  the  Plainfield  Seventh-day  Baptist  Church  of  Christ,  and  the 
other  one-half  to  the  American  Sabbath  Tract  Society.

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Resolutions  adopted  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Alfred  University,  held  April  10,  1888,  at  which  Mr. 
Charles  Potter  presented  a  proposition  to  endow  a  professorship 
in  History  and  Political  Science,  in  the  sum  of  $20,000. 

1.  Resolved,  That  this  Board  of  Trustees,  in  behalf  of  Alfred  Univer- 
sity, gratefully  acknowledge  and  accept  the  generous  offer  of  Mr.  Charles 
Potter  to  endow  a  Professorship  of  History  and  Political  Science  in  the  Uni- 
versity; and  that  such  a  professorship  be  now  constituted,  the  same  to  be 
designated,  The  Charles  Potter  Professorship  of  History  and 
Political  Science. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  L.  C.  Rogers  be  appointed  Professor  of 
History  and  Political  Science  in  Alfred  University,  to  enter  upon  the  duties 
of  his  professorship  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  school  year. 

Minute  ordered  to  be  made  on  the  records  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Alfred  University  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board, 
held  June  26,   1888: 

We,  the  Trustees  of  Alfred  University,  on  behalf  of  our  beloved  Institu- 
tion, as  well  as  on  behalf  of  all  who  shall  seek  instruction  within  her  halls, 
recognize  the  generous  spirit  which  prompted  the  gift  of  Mr.  Potter,  which 
gift  has  made  the  establishment  of  this  Professorship  possible;  and  we 
acknowledge  our  lasting  debt  of  gratitude  to  Mr.  Potter  for  the  same. 

May  he  live  long  to  see  a  large  harvest  from  this  generous  seed-sowing; 
and  may  the  Institution  always  prove  herself  worthy  of  the  growing  trusts 
committed  to  her  keeping  and  use. 

Note. — Charles  Potter  was  born  in  Brookfield,  Madison  Co.,  N.  Y., 
April  21,  1824,  and  died  at  Plainfield,  N.  J.,  Dec.  2,  1899.  He  was  the  son 
of  Charles  and  Eliza  Burdick  Potter.  In  his  business  of  manufacturing 
printing  presses  he  was  successful  to  an  extraordinary  degree.  He  was  a 
trustee  of  Alfred  University  from  1888  to  1894.  See  Annual  Reports  of  Al- 
fred University  1899-1900,  page  66,  for  biography  of  Mr.  Potter. 


THE  RHODE  ISLAND  PROFESSORSHIP 

The  will  of  Harriet  Potter  was  made  August  24,  1880, 
and  was  probated  at  Westerly,  R.  L,  January  3,  1887.  Item  24th 
reads  as  follows: 

I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  said  Executors  in  trust  to  pay 
over  to  the  Trustees  of  Alfred  University,  of  Alfred,  Allegany 
county,  New  York,  or  its  Treasurer  for  the  time  being,  the  sum  of 
Five  Thousand  Dollars  for  the  purpose  of  endowing  a  professor- 
ship. 
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The  will  of  Maria  Louisa  Potter  was  dated  October 
15,  1890,  and  was  probated  at  Westerly,  R.  I.,  November  2,  1891- 
Item  2d  reads  as  follows: 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Trustees  of  Alfred  University,  of 
Alfred,  N.  Y.,  the  sum  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  for  the  purpose 
of  endowing  a  professorship  in  said  university,  which  may  be  called 
The  Rhode  Island  Professorship;  said  sum  to  be  paid  over  to 
the  Treasurer  for  the  time  being  of  said  university  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable after  my  decease. 

Note:— Harriet  Potter  and  Maria  Louisa  Potter  were  born  at 
Potter  Hill,  R.  I.,  where  they  lived  and  died.  They  were  daughters  of 
Thomas  W.  and  Mary  Cottrell  Potter.  Harriet  Potter  was  born  October  2, 
1816,  and  died  November  26,  1886.  Maria  L.  Potter  was  born  March  15, 
1815,  and  died  August  21,  1891. 


PETER  WOODEN  FUND 

By  vote  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Alfred  University  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  in  1896,  all  moneys  received  from  the  Executor  of 
Peter  Wooden,  deceased,  and  the  proceeds  of  real  estate  devised 
by  Peter  Wooden  to  Alfred  University,  form  a  permanent  endow- 
ment under  the  name  of  Peter  Wooden  Fund. 

Mr.  Wooden's  will  was  made  September  3,  1888,  and  admit- 
ted to  probate  in  Somerset  county,  New  Jersey,  January  28,  1895. 
The  gifts  to  Alfred  University  are  contained  in  Paragraphs  sixth 
and  thirteenth  of  the  will,  which  read  as  follows: 

Sixth:  I  give,  devise  and  bequeath  to  Alfred  University  of 
Alfred  Center,  Allegany  county,  and  State  of  New  York,  a  body 
corporate  and  politic  under  the  general  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  applied  to  the  uses 
and  purposes  of  the  said  university  and  under  its  direction  and  con- 
trol forever. 

Thirteenth'.  I  give,  devise,  and  bequeath  the  rest,  residue 
and  remainder  of  my  said  estate,  should  any  such  there  be  after 
the  payment  of  the  above  legacies  and  bequests,  to  the  children  of 
my  deceased  niece,  Sally  Allen  aforesaid,  to  be  divided  equally  be- 
tween them,  share  and  share  alike,  the  child  or  children  of  any  de- 
ceased child  of  my  said  niece  to  take  their  or  its  parent's  share, 
provided,  however,  that  said  rest,  residue  and  remainder  do  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars;  and  should  the  same  exceed 
said  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  then  all  in  excess  of  said  sum   of 
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two  thousand  dollars  as  aforesaid,  I  give,  devise,  and  bequeath  to 
Alfred  University  aforesaid,  to  be  applied  to  the  uses  and  purposes 
of  said  University  and  under  its  control  and  direction  forever. 

Note:— Peter  Wooden  was  born  in  Plainfield,  New  Jersey,  in  1800; 
died  at  Plainfield,  January  14,  1895;  son  of  Ezra  Wooden.  His  first  wife  was 
Rachel  Randolph;  his  second  wife  was  Margaret  Cory.     Farmer. 

H,  ALICE  FISHER  ENDOWMENT. 

At  a  special  Meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  Alfred 
University  held  at  Alfred,  April  22,  1899,  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Uni- 
versity, viz: 

Whereas,  Mrs.  H.  Alice  Fisher,  of  Northborough,  in  the 
County  of  Worchester,  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
has  generously  donated  to  Alfred  University  for  the  purpose  of  ad- 
vancing the  interest  of  Christian  Education  a  house  and  lot  situat- 
ed in  the  City  of  Worchester,  Massachusetts,  reserving  to  herself  a 
life  estate  therein: 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  we  accept  said  gift,  and  hereby  ex- 
press our  sincere  thanks  for  the  same;  that  we  pray  that  our  Com- 
mon Father  may  richly  reward  the  donor  with  many  comforts  in 
the  present  life,  and  with  the  richest  and  best  of  all  gifts  in  the 
world  to  come:    And 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  be,  and  they  hereby  are  authorized  to  execute 
and  deliver  to  Mrs,  Fisher  a  contract  binding  the  University  to  pay 
to  her  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent  per  annum  on  the  selling 
price  of  said  property  for  and  during  her  natural  life,  payable  quar- 
terly, in  the  event  that  the  property  is  sold  with  her  consent. 
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INCOME  GIFT  AGREEMENT 

Memorandum  of  Agreement  made  and  entered  in  Be- 
tween (John  Doe)  of  (Ashaway)  in  the  County  of  (Washington) 
and  State  of  (Rhode  Island)  of  the  first  part,  and  Alfred  Uni- 
versity, a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  of  the  second, 

WITNESSETH;  The  said  (John  Doe)  desiring  to  make  a  do- 
nation of  (Five  Hundred)  dollars  to  said  Alfred  University, 
hereby  pays  to  it,  and  Alfred  University  receives  that  sum  as 
an  absolute  gift  (subject  only  to  the  agreement  of  Alfred  Uni- 
versity hereinafter  expressed),  to  be  devoted  to  the  corporate 
purposes  of  said  Alfred  University. 

And,  in  consideration  thereof,  Alfred  University  herebv 
agrees  that  so  long  as  (said  John  Doe)  or  (Martha  Doe,  his  mother) 
shall  live,  but  no  longer,  it  will  pay  to  him  (or  her)  the  annual  sum 
of  (Twenty-five)  dollars  in  semi-annual  payments  as  follows: 
($12.50)  on  the  first  day  of  (January)  next,  and  ($12.50)  at  the  ex- 
piration of  each  six  months  thereafter. 

Such  payments  shall  be  made  at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  of 
Alfred  University,  at  Alfred,  N.  Y„  upon  reasonable  demand, 
or,  at  the  option  of  the  party  entitled  thereto,  they  shall  be  re- 
mitted to  him  (or  her)  by  Alfred  University  in  any  ordinary 
or  usual  way,  as  instructed,  and  within  ten  days  after  instructions 
received  from  him  (or  her.) 

In  Witness  Whereof,  the  said  (John  Doe)  has  set  his  hand 
and  seal,  and  Alfred  University  has  caused  this  agreement 
to  be  executed  in  its  corporate  name  by  the  President  of  its 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  its  corporate  seal  to  be  hereunto  affixed 
and  attested  bv  its  Secretary  this  first  day  of  July  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  two.

The  friends  of  those  dying  during  the  current  year  who  have 
sustained  either  of  these  relations  to  the  University,  will  confer  a 
favor  by  sending  obituary  notices  to  A.  B.  Kenyon,  Registrar, 
Alfred,  N,  Y. 

The  numbers  in  parenthesis  immediately  following  a  name  in- 
dicates the  school  year  in  which  the  party  matriculated;  but,  in  the 
case  of  graduates,  the  year  of  graduation  is  given  instead,  with  the 
initial  letters  of  the  degree  received. 

Judge  Ormanzo  Allen,  A.  M.,  '51,  was  born  at  Alfred,  March  17, 1826, 
and  died  at  Austin,  Minn.,  May  22,  1902.  He  was  the  son  of  Abram  Allen 
and  a  brother  of  our  lamented  President  Allen.  September  4,  1854,  he  mar- 
ried Eliza  A.  Alexander,  who  died  in  1891;  and  in  1892  he  married  Jennie  E. 
Every,  who  survives  him.  He  began  life  as  an  educator,  but  soon  entered  the 
legal  profession,  in  which  he  distinguished  himself.  During  the  Civil  War, 
he  served  his  country  as  Provost  Marshall  for  the  southern  half  of  Minnesota, 
sending  an  average  of  seventy-five  men  daily  to  the  front.  After  the  war 
closed,  he  served  several  terms  as  Probate  Judge.  He  was  one  of  the  found- 
ers of  the  Orophillian  Lyceum. 

Baylies  S.  Bassett  (1840-41)  was  born  in  Walton,  Delaware  county, 
N.  Y.,  June  9,  1821;  died  at  Alfred,  April  2,  1902;  son  of  John  C.  and  Mar- 
tha St.  John  Bassett;  married,  Sept.  23,  1849,  Esther  Crandall,  who  died  in 
1891;  and  Sept.  29,  1892,  Mary  Reading  Green,  who  survives  him.  He  was  a 
trustee  of  the  University,  1883-86. 

Benjamin  T.  Bliss  (1848-49)  was  born  at  Little  Genesee  Oct.  17,  1830; 
died  at  Little  Genesee,  Nov.  13,  1901;  married  Dec.  11,  1858,  Mary  J.  Cran- 
dall, who  survives  him,  together  with  a  daughter  and  three  sons.     Farmer. 
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Edmund  Plummer  Barker  (1868-69)  was  born  at  Mystic,  Conn.,  Nov. 
21,  1850;  died  at  Ayer,  Mass.,  Oct.  31,  1901;  graduated  at  Amherst  College, 
1876;  married  Susan  Marvin,  Nov.,  1877,  who  survives  him;  teacher  in  various 
academies  and  high  schools  in  Massachusetts  until  1890,  when  he  became 
Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Towns  of  Ayer,  Littleton,  and  Westford, 
Massachusetts,  resigning  in  1899.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Seventh-day 
Baptist  church  at  Westerly.  Mr.  Barker  was  a  scholar  of  no  mean  ability,  a 
successful  teacher  of  wide  experience,  an  efficient  superintendent  of  schools, 
and  a  Christian  gentleman.     See  "Bequests,"  page  38. 

Daniel  Tifft  Burdick  (1842-43)  was  born  in  Hopkinton,  R.  I.,  Oct.  2, 
1823;  died  at  Alfred  Station,  July  2,  1901;  married  in  1850  Elizabeth  Wood, 
who  survives  him.

Clarissa  Clarke  Livermore  was  born  in  Andover,  May  23,  1824;  died 
at  Andover,  Jan.  9,  1902;  daughter  of  Hazard  P.  and  Phebe  Whitford  Clarke; 

She  taught  instrumental  mu- 
sic in  Alfred  Academy,  1856-57,  and  at  Andover  for  many  years  afterwards.

Nancy  M.  Frank  was  born  at  Newport,  Herkimer  Co.,  N,  Y.,  Nov.  22, 
1822,  and  died  at  Alfred  Station,  Dec,  1902;  daughter  of  Ezra  and  Polly 
Stillman;  married  Frederick  Frank,  Sept.  20,  1864.

Adeline  J.  Green  Lewis,  A.  L.,  '64,  was  born  at  Ceres,  Pa.,  May  18, 
1844;  died  at  Alfred  Station,  Feb.  26,  1902;  only  daughter  of  Dr.  Elisha  C, 
and  Harriet  Maxson  Green;  married  March  25,  1874,  Luther  W.  Lewis,  who, 
with  a  son  and  daughter,  survives  her.  For  many  years  she  was  a  successful 
teacher.

Ruth  Hemphill  Whitford,  A.  M.,  '49,  was  born  at  Hartsville,  June 
15,  1828;  died  at  Milton,  Wis.,  May  31,  1902;  daughter  of  James  and  Sarah 
Densmore  Hemphill;  married  March  23,  1852,  William  C.  Whitford,  after- 
wards the  founder  and  life-long  president  of  Milton  College,  whose  death 
preceded  hers  but  a  few  weeks.  One  son,  Milton  C.  Whitford,  survives  her. 
She  was  greatly  beloved  by  all  who  knew  her,  and  was  a  worthy  helpmate  to 
her  husband  in  the  grand  work  to  which  he  devoted  his  life. 

Sarah  Hemphill  Potter,  (1852-53)  sister  of  Ruth  Hemphill  Whitford, 
(above)  died  at  Hartsville,  Mar.  31,  1902,  aged  66  years;  her  husband,  Mat- 
thew Potter,  and  three  children  survive  her.

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Charles  W.  Langworthy  (1846-47)  died  at  Rome,  Georgia,  Jan.  3, 
1902,  aged  72  years;  son  of  Deacon  Charles  D.  Langworthy,  deceased,  late 
of  Alfred.  In  1855,  he  went  to  Georgia,  and  taught  in  the  college  at  Cedar- 
town  for  a  time,  and  later  was  Musical  Director  in  CaldwelPs  College  at 
Rome,  Ga.     For  many  years  he  was  a  dealer  in  musical  instruments. 

George  Allen  Langworthy  (1877-78),  son  of  Charles  W.,  and  Lydia 
Shaw  Langworthy,  died  at  Greytown,  Nicaragua,  June  30,  1902,  in  his  38th 
year.  He  had  been  in  Central  America  for  the  ten  years  previous.  At  first 
he  was  connected  with  the  Canal  Company,  but  later  became  a  member  of 
the  firm  of  Hoodly,  Ingalls  &  Co.,  which,  at  that  time,  controlled  the  fruit 
and  coffee  business  of  Central  America. 

Lydia  M.  Langworthy  Palmer  (1853-54)  was  born  in  Alfred  in  1840; 
died  at  Rome,  Georgia,  July  3,  1902.  Her  husband,  M.  L.  Palmer,  and  six 
children  survive  her.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Deacon  Charles  D.  Langwor- 
thy, deceased. 

Amos  Crandall  Lewis,  A.  M.,  '67,  M.  D.,  was  born  at  Five  Corners, 
Alfred,  Feb.  26,  1842;  died  at  Fordham  Heights,  New  York  City,  Dec.  28, 
1901;  son  of  Alfred  and  Lucy  Lewis;  married  March  15,  1876,  Sarah  M.  Saun- 
ders, who  survives  him.  He  enlisted  in  1861,  and  was  with  McClellan  in  the 
Peninsular  Campaign,  but  was  taken  sick  and  sent  home.  He  attended  medi- 
cal school  at  Cincinnatti,  from  which  he  graduated  in  1871.  1877  to  1886,  he 
was  a  trustee  of  Alfred  University;  in  1885,  Supervisor  of  the  Town  of  Alfred; 
1886-1892,  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital  at  For- 
dam  Heights,  New  York  City;  after  1892,  engaged  in  general  practice  of 
medicine  in  New  York  City;  as  well  as  specialist  in  diseases  of  the  skin.  See 
page  42. 

Rev.  James  Marvin,  D.  D.,  '47,  was  born  in  Peru,  Clinton  county,  N. 
Y.,  Aug.  7,  1820;  died  at  Lawrence,  Kansas,  July  9,  1901;  married  July  14, 
185 1,  Armina  LeSuer,  who  survives  him,  together  with  a  son  and  daughter. 
Dr.  Marvin  was  one  of  the  six  young  men  chosen  by  Professor  Kenyon  in  1849 
to  form  a  syndicate,  pledging  themselves  to  work  five  years  at  $400  per  year, 
in  order  to  carry  forward  to  a  higher  standpoint  the  educational  interests  of 
Alfred  Academy.  He  continued  as  professor  of  mathematics  at  Alfred  until 
1854,  when  he  accepted  a  similar  position  in  Alleghany  College,  Pennsyl- 
vania. In  1874,  he  became  Chancellor  of  the  new  State  University  of  Kan- 
sas; this  position  he  resigned  in  1883,  and  became  the  pastor  of  the  Methodist 
church  at  Lawrence.  He  was  a  fine  scholar  and  Christian  gentleman,  and, 
being  of  uncommon  winning  deportment,  he  was  almost  worshipped  by  his 
students.  As  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Kansas,  he  proved  himself  an 
efficient  organize?,  harmonizing  all  factions,  and  a  far-seeing  educator, 
planning  all  departmentswith  a  view  to  the  best  development  of  the  work  of 
the  institution. 

Harriet  Newell  MaXson  Green%  E.  M.  '44,  was  born  in  Lebanon, 
Madison  county,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  28,  1818;  died  at  Alfred  Station,  May  17,  1901; 
oldest  daughter  of  Abel  and  Abigail  L.  Maxson;  married  in  1841,  Elisha  C. 
Green,  M.  D.  She  was  a  successful  teacher;  a  natural  nurse;  a  deep  student 
of  literature;  an  artist  of  much  ability;  and  a  leader  in  social  and  benevolent 
work. 
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George  Parker  was  born  in  bondage  at  Murfreesboro,  North  Carolina, 
about  1830;  died  at  Alfred,  May  28,  1902;  married  May  10,  1885,  Ellen  Van- 
Dusen  Simons,  who  survives  him.  He  was  sold  once.  In  1863,  he  escaped 
to  the  Union  Camp,  and  later  was  brought  North  by  Prof.  Ira  Sayles, 
and  settled  at  Alfred.  He  was  deeply  interested  in  education,  and  attended 
school  for  several  terms,  although  it  was  hard  for  him  to  learn.  He  had  an 
ambition  for  which  he  saved  his  money  until  nineteen  years  ago,  when  it  was 
realized,  and  he  purchased  the  farm  which  he  has  devised  to  Alfred  Univer- 
sity. He  had  the  respect  and  esteem  of  all  who  knew  him.  See  "Bequests," 
page  39. 

Albert  Bowman  Sherman  (1851-52)  was  born  in  Norway,  Herkimer 
county,  N.  Y.;  died  at  Keating  Summit,  Pa.,  Feb.  6,  1902;  son  of  Josiah  and 
Sally  Berry  Sherman;  married  Jemima  R.  Ennis,  who  died  in  1890;  and  Eliz- 
abeth Hemphill  Beckwith  in  1891,  who  survives  him;  two  daughters  also  sur- 
vive him.  For  many  years  he  manufactured  cheese  boxes  at  Alfred,  and  was 
well  known  to  the  students  of  the  University. 

Arthur  Stetson  Sherman  (1884-85);  born  at  Eau  Claire,  Wis.,  March 
12,  1867;  died  at  Wellsville,  N.  Y.,  April  27,  1902;  married  April  14,  1890, 
Miss  Susie  M.  Crandall  (1884-85).  He  enlisted  in  the  Army  during  the  Span- 
ish-American war,  and  was  sent  to  Porto  Rico. 

Susan  Fenner  Smith  (1844-45)  was  born  Nov.  22,  1824;  died  at  Alfred, 
Sept.  25,  1901;  daughter  of  Isaac  and  Amelia  Potter  Smith;  married  Sept.  5, 
1850  to  Joseph  W.  Smith. 

Prof.  Amelia  Esther  Stillman  was  born  in  the  pioneer  house  of 
of  Phineas  C.  and  Orpha  Crandall  Stillman,  March  20,  1834,  and  died  at  Al- 
fred on  Jan.  1,  1902.  She  was  educated  in  the  district  school  and  Alfred  Acad- 
emy, receiving  the  degree  of  Laureate  of  Arts  in  1853.  Her  earliest  instruction 
in  art  was  from  Mrs.  A.  A.  Allen.  In  1869  she  studied  in  Chicago,  In  '70  and 
'71  she  taught  painting  in  the  public  schools  of  Hornellsville  and  the  select 
school  of  Miss  Kingsley.  In  February,  1872,  she  became  associated  with  Mrs. 
Allen  in  the  Art  Department  of  the  University.  The  fall  and  winter  of  '86 
and  '87  she  spent  in  the  Corcoran  Art  Gallery,  Washington;  the  spring  and 
summer  of  1883  in  the  Metropolitan  Museum,  Boston.  These  and  other  op- 
portunities she  used  to  the  utmost  to  prepare  herself  for  her  work.  It  was 
characteristic  of  her  that  she  spent  forty  days  copying  one  large  picture  in  the 
Corcoran  Gallery.  The  work  had  all  to  be  done  on  a  step  ladder,  as  none 
were  allowed  to  take  the  pictures  from  the  walls.  She  was  never  strong  phy- 
sically, but  she  did  a  great  life  work.  She  regarded  her  work  as  dealing  with 
character.  She  promoted  beautiful  thoughts  in  the  minds  of  her  students  and 
harmony  in  all  their  relations  with  one  another.  "The  name  Amelia,"  says 
one,  "will  always  be  a  beautiful  name  to  her  old  pupils."  Said  another  when 
she  was  expressing  her  regret  that  she  had  so  little  time  for  art  work  of  her 
own  "You  have  been  making  artists."  Better  than  that,  she  was  making 
men  and  women. 
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Corinne  E.  Stillman  Rudiger  (1868-69)  was  born  at  Alfred,  Oct.  15, 
1855;  died  in  Brooklyn,  April  28,  1902;  daughter  of  Phineas  C.  and  Orpha 
Crandall  Stillman;  married  J.  Max  Rudiger,  Nov.  26,  1891.  She  studied 
elocution  in  Chicago,  New  York  and  at  the  New  England  Conservatory 
teaching  for  a  time  at  the  latter  place.  She  also  taught  successfully  in 
Western  New  York,  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  and  Kansas  City,  Mo. 

Ellen  Frances  Swinney,  A.  M.,  '6i,  M.  D.,  was  born  at  Shiloh,  N.  J., 
Sept.  25,  1840;  died  at  Shiloh,  N.  J.,  Nov.  14,  1900.  She  taught  in  a  classi- 
cal school  on  the  Antietam  for  four  years  after  graduating.  In  1876  she  com- 
pleted the  regular  course  in  the  Woman's  Medical  College,  New  York  City, 
and  immediately  entered  upon  the  practice  of  her  profession  at  Smyrna,  Del- 
aware. After  seven  years  of  practice  she  accepted  the  call  of  the  Seventh-day 
Baptist  Missionary  Society  to  go  to  Shanghai,  China,  as  a  medical  mission- 
ary, and  departed  for  her  post  of  duty  on  October  27,  1883.  In  1895,  her 
health  failed,  and  she  was  obliged  to  give  up  her  work  in  China,  and  return 
to  this  country.     See  "Bequests,"  page  38. 

Rev.  Julius  M.  Todd  was  born  at  Kingsville,  O.,  Mar.  3,  1819.  He  be- 
gan his  pastoral  labors  in  1849,  with  the  Berlin,  (Wis,)  church.  In  1858  he 
accepted  a  call  to  the  second  Brookfield  church,  which  he  faithfully  served  for 
thirty  years.  His  last  professional  work  was  with  the  Nortonville  church, 
but  the  informities  of  age  compelled  him  to  relinguish  his  work  there,  and  he 
returned  to  Brookfield  where  he  passed  away  Oct.  1,  1901.  See  "Bequests,"

Pieter  Hendrik  Velthuysen  was  the  youngest  child  of  Gerard  and 
Sara  Louisa  Kluit  Velthuysen.  He  was  born  June  10,  1874,  at  Haarlem, 
Holland.  In  February,  1892,  he  came  to  Alfred,  and  entered  the  Academy. 
Later  he  devoted  three  years  to  Midnight  Mission  work  in  Holland  and  then 
returned  to  Alfred  to  complete  his  education.  When  the  Seventh-day  Bap- 
tists decided  to  establish  a  mission  to  the  Africans  at  Ayan  Maim,  Gold  Coast, 
Africa,  he  volunteered  to  go  out  in  charge  of  the  station.  Consecration  ser- 
vices for  him  were  held  at  Alfred  on  September  28,  1901,  and  three  days  later, 
he  embarked  at  New  York  City  upon  his  perilous  mission.  Soon  after  reach- 
ing his  field  of  labor,  he  was  stricken  down  with  the  dreaded  fever  and  died 
February  20,  1902,  at  Salt  Pond,  Africa. 

Orville  Dewey  Williams,  Ph.  M.,  '79,  was  born  at  Newcastle,  Indi- 
ana, May  5,  1851;  died  at  Boulder,  Colorado,  June  16,  1902;  son  of  John 
Randolph  Williams;  married  October  19,  1882,  Miss  Jennie  Saunders  whot 
with  a  son  and  three  daughters,  survives  him.  He  was  ordained  a  Seventh- 
day  Baptist  minister  at  Hopkinton  City,  Rhode  Island,  in  June,  1882.  He 
labored  as  a  minister  of  the  gospel  for  fifteen  years,  serving  churches  at 
Marlboro,  N.  J.;  Clifford,  Pa.;  Taney,  Idaho;  and  Calhan,  Colo. 
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
